Preface 


For almost all of my thirty-eight working years, my job has 
involved looking for people. People and evidence. But mostly 
for people important to an FBI case, or to one of my own. And 
at some point I became aware that almost everybody seems to 
be looking for somebody. So it occurred to me that it might be 
helpful to pass along a few of the search methods and infor- 
mation sources I’ve learned about, especially to those who can’t 
hire somebody to do the looking for them and who can’t go 
looking for themselves. 

So I wrote this book in order to provide information about 
ways to search without leaving home base. It shows you how 
to reach more than 1,500 different, responsible, and usually co- 
operative sources of information on individuals through the use 
of the postal system and the telephone. 

Chapters 1 and 2 offer guides on orientation, motivation, a 
short treatise on private investigators, and a look at some basic 
hunting tools. 

The book is arranged with convenient records segments, so 
that you can pursue one specific search phase at a time: city, 
county, state, and federal. Because that—as they say—is where 
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it’s at; in the countless files that keep millions of bureaucrats 
employed full-time. 

We have listed the files by name, spelled out the kind of 
information you can expect to get from each of them, and sug- 
gested ways to retrieve it with the least amount of contention. 

Chapter 7, “Miscellaneous,” gives your common sense a 
chance to come up with some of your own solutions. In Chapter 
8, “Computers, Credit, and Consumers,’” we name the best of 
the personal information-retrieval services for a fee, and show 
how credit cards can sometimes give out information about those 
who own them. . 

Chapter 9 is about ‘Missing Persons,” as opposed to ‘mis- 
placed persons,” and Chapter 10, “Safety Tips,” is followed by 
Chapter 11, “The Adoptee/Birth Parent Search.” 

I also have felt compelled to say something about “private 
eyes,” the professional private investigators. Maybe it has 
crossed your mind, if you can afford it, to hire a P.I.—which 
brings me to one of the reasons I have prepared this book. 

Investigation of the sort you want to pursue in locating a 
lost’ individual doesn’t demand that you have a P.I.’s expe- 
rience, but common sense helps a lot. No special skills are re- 
quired; one logical step follows another. What I hope to do is 
organize that progression and help you develop the discipline 
that will keep your search efficient and make it productive. 

I must emphasize that you should be flexible enough to 
accept help from unexpected sources and in unusual instances. 
The Salvation Army once gave backup to a New York City pa- 
trolman I know, who can still get round-eyed remembering 
something he witnessed at Grand Central Terminal last year. 

A young woman and her six-year-old daughter were waiting 
ona mobbed platform to board a train to Yonkers after watching 
Macy's Thanksgiving Day parade. The train pulled forward for 
some reason, leaving the tracks beside the platform bare. The 
train was backing up again when the child suddenly fell onto 
the tracks and lay there stunned. The cop himself admitted that 
he was completely unable to move, frozen to the spot. But an 
instant before the child would have been crushed beneath the 
wheels of the train, a shabby old man leaped down from no- 
where, seized her, and saved her from death. The man vanished 
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into the throng after restoring the child to the platform and into 
the arms of her hysterical mother. 

Each Friday until Christmas week, the mother returned, 
traveling the thirty miles from Yonkers to search the crowds 
with my policeman friend, looking for her scruffy hero. The cop 
finally asked the Salvation Army for help. From the description 
of the man, by Christmas week the Salvation Army had a street 
name and an address for the shabby one. He was “Felix,” a 
resident at the Salvation Army shelter in Greenwich Village. 
“Relix” was located and compelled not only to listen to the moth- 
er’s tearful speech of thanks, but also to eat a magnificent break- 
fast at a fine restaurant under the policeman’s watchful eye. 
(You'll learn more about the Salvation Army's helpful record- 
keeping efficiency later.) 


None of the foregoing is typical of the search methods we'll 
pursue here. The point is that almost no one—not even the 
homeless——goes unrecorded by one agency or another. And that 
is the foundation on which this book is based: records. Records 
that can mean a successful search whenever there is a genuine 
desire to locate someone for whom you have either great affec- 
tion or great need. You will find the tools for doing that—at 
minimal cost, for the most part—in the pages ahead. 

Something else I think you'll find is a growing excitement 
as your search gets under way and clues and leads fall into place. 
This has been my experience. This is what has kept me fascinated 
for more than thirty-eight years as an investigator. 

So be prepared for a little “rush’’ that comes with getting 
information you need out of a balky agency, discovering a clue 
that has been there all the time without your seeing it, the long 
shot that works out. 

Also be prepared for the “down” days, when nothing goes 
quite right and you experience an epidemic of right names, 
wrong people; telephone numbers said to be valid turn out to 
have been disconnected for months; the person you've selected 
as your cheerleader and main support suddenly says, “C’mon, 
let’s forget it.” Don’t you do it! 

Nobody ever said being an investigator was easy. I've 
known searchers who got caught up in their need to succeed to 
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the exclusion of almost everything else. You may not want to 
go that far. But if you begin to feel the pinch of frustration and 
sense that your main support is failing, act fast. 

Sit down and rethink your entire plan and, if necessary, 
select someone else as your lead supporter. Fire off a new batch 
of correspondence to sources you have not written before, but 
should have. Consult your supporters. Ask them for some fresh 
suggestions. Stop thinking negatively. 

In any case, you haven't really started just yet. So let's 
explore a search in which I was involved, mostly as a consultant. 
It will give you some idea of the courses to pursue, the wide 
range of information sources available, and the kind of tenacity 
it sometimes takes to bring a search to a successful conclusion. 


As you will see from the following, Danny Nolan’s reason for 
initiating a search may appear to be something less than urgent 
compared to the one that caused you to pick up this book, the 
worst result of failure would have been Danny's profound dis- 
appointment. But regardless of the degree of urgency you're 
feeling, read Danny’s story as the anatomy of a search. 
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ORGANIZING YOUR 
SEARCH 


ABOUT DANNY NOLAN 


Danny Nolan called me in Los Angeles as soon as his midterms 
were over and he knew he would graduate from the University 
of Nebraska in June. 

“T want to invite my dad to come see me get my diploma.” 

Nat so much to ask for, I thought, unless you knew, as I 
did, that Danny hadn't seen or really heard from his father, 
Tom, in more than a dozen years. Tom had left eighth-grader 
Danny and his mother, Marie, to shift for themselves in an 
unpaid-for house on Sioux Street in Lincoln, near my old neigh- 
borhood. Which is where I had come to know Tom Nolan, and 
why Danny was now calling me. 

Tom was a financially ambitious fellow with an irresistibly 
attractive personality. Before disappearing, he had made some 
bad investments and borrowed a considerable amount of money. 
So for years he had been a subject of interest around Lincoln 
for others besides his son. A few unsuccessful attempts had 
been made by others to locate Tom. But love for a seemingly 
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unworthy father—-and patience—is what paid off for Danny 
when he decided to take up the search. 

There are two sides to every story. One year after he dis- 
appeared, Tom Nolan began to send increasingly substantial 
monthly postal money orders to the house on Sioux Street. Only 
once in all those years did a message accompany the money. 
This agonizingly remorseful note arrived long after Danny suf- 
fered a high school football injury that put him in a wheelchair 
for life. But now the house was paid off, Danny had finished 
his education, he and his mother were comfortable. Tom also 
had apparently satisfied his creditors in Lincoln. What kept him 
away from his family? Whoever can answer such a question has 
the answer to a great deal of puzzling human behavior. 

Marie didn’t like the idea of Danny’s search for his father, 
but she raised no objections. Now came the problem of locating 
Tom Nolan. It was at this point that Danny called me, and we 
spent a half hour discussing strategies. 

The money orders were the only good clue we had. They 
all originated in Concord, New Hampshire. Because the money 
order sender is not required to supply an address, this was a 
“blind” lead. But Danny had his father’s full name and birth 
date, which are required to retrieve information from any driv- 
er’s licensing agency in the United States, so he wrote to the 
New Hampshire Division of Motor Vehicles. No luck, Danny 
reported to me. Tom Nolan, who had never been known to be 
without a car, was either not in New Hampshire or was driving 
under an assumed name, which wasn’t likely. So the money 
order sender had to be just a helpful friend. Danny continued 
to follow my instructions. 

A phone call to Tom's only surviving relative, a brother in 
Minnesota, produced the information that although Tom had 
attended their mother’s funeral five years before, there had been 
no further family contact. But the brother had been able to add 
that Tom spoke at the funeral of his half ownership in a fishing 
boat in New Orleans. 

The reference librarian at Lincoln's main library dug up the 
necessary addresses for the Louisiana Department of Safety 
(driver’s license) and the Wildlife and Fisheries Department at 
Baton Rouge (fishing vessel licenses). Responses to letters to 
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each informed Danny that (1) Tom Nolan's driver’s license had 
expired, and (2) he had sold his share in the fishing vessel to 
his partner, whose name and address were supplied. 

Response to a letter to the partner revealed that eighteen 
months earlier Tom had invested in an orange grove near Se- 
bring, Florida. The partner had no address to offer. He wished 
Danny and his mother luck. 

The cooperative reference librarian at Lincoln’s main library 
found three Thomas Nolans in the Sebring area directory, none 
with the correct middle initial. The information operator in Se- 
bring was of no help, so letters of inquiry, with stamped, self- 
addressed postcards, went to the Property Tax Office in High-* 
lands County, where Sebring is located, and to the Department 
of Highway Safety in Tallahassee. Addresses were courtesy of 
the reference librarian. 

The tax office postcard returned with a groaner: Tom had 
sold his orange grove to a citrus conglomerate, for some reason 
listing his old, useless New Orleans address. But a day later, a 
computer printout from Tallahassee brought pay dirt: Tom's — 
nice, clean driving record—and his Florida address! 

“Let's not risk a negative reaction to a phone call, let’s send 
him the invitation,” Danny suggested. 

It took a week for the RETURN TO SENDER—NO FORWARDING 
ADDRESS Stamp to bring the invitation back to the Nolans’ mail- 
box. . 

“That's it. Forget it, Mom. This guy is a spook, and I don’t 
think I want him haunting my graduation.” 

But Danny hadn’t quite given up. One day, at the super- 
market to which he sometimes accompanied his mother, he sat 
in his wheelchair at a magazine rack while Marie was shopping. 
He found himself flipping the pages of a publication called En- 
trepreneur, directed to people who want to be in business for 
themselves. 

A tiny bell tinkled in the back of Danny’s mind as he re- 
membered something I had mentioned to him in running down 
the list of possible information sources. Maybe Danny could 
solve his own dilemma with an end around that just might net 
his enterprise-hopping father. 

It took time to explain to Marie what he planned to do, and 
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it seemed much too farfetched to her to work. But at my sug- 
gestion she wrote a touching note to Tom on an unaddressed, 
stamped, forwarding postcard, which she wouldn’t let Danny read. 
And off it went, with a letter to Entrepreneur’ s subscription man- 
ager. Now if Tom just happened to be on that subscription list, 
and if the subscription manager was a sympathetic type who 
appreciated their concern for Tom's privacy, maybe... 

Admitting the remoteness of his chances for contact, with 
a resigned sigh Danny put away his search records, and with 
them his high hopes. 

It didn’t help when graduation day almost didn’t dawn, the 
skies were so black with rain clouds. A radio newscast confirm ed 
the expected. Commencement exercises, which had been 
planned for outdoors that year, would instead be held inside 
the Bob Devaney Sports Center. 

There was standing room only as the wet-smelling, audience 
~ settled down for the speeches and presentation of diplomas. 
From the platform, the graduates could hardly see the faces of 
people packed under the overhang at the rear of the hall. But 
then Danny wasn’t looking—or was pretending he wasn't. 

The ceremony was under way when something aroused the 
standees at the back of the room. The polite pushing and shoving 
attracted the attention of the graduates, including Danny. He 
saw a tall man shouldering his way through the crowd. It had 
been a long, long time, but Danny recognized the lean, hand- 
some face he had given up hope of ever seeing again. 

Tom Nolan. Adult runaway, check bouncer, reluctant family 
man, incurable entrepreneur, and in the end, loving father— 
home to make what amends he could. 

As Danny Nolan's story exhibited here, and as we'll read 
more about in the pages ahead, knowing your subject’s behav- 
ioral characteristics (along with his or her political and religious 
leanings) can be important to your search. 

So can the degree of urgency you feel. 


It isn’t possible to imagine beforehand the degree of urgency, 
which is so important a search-motivation factor, for any of my 
readers. There would be a thousand variations. You, for ex- 
ample, could be facing a matter of life and death, perhaps need- 
ing to learn the genetic background of an adoptee who has 
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become seriously ill. On the other hand, a lega! or financial crisis 
might hinge on the success of your search. Then again, failure 
to find your subject might resuli in nothing more traumatic than 
disappointment. 


In any case, I’m determined to get you into a frame of mind 


that gives your search importance. | want to give you something 
that, once your search has begun, should see you all the way 
through to a successful finish.

MOTIVATING YOURSELF 


Cranking yourself into mental gear—motivating yourself— 
could be the most important element in getting your search 
under way. And of course it should come first, before you at- 
tempt any exploratory work whatsoever. So I suggest that you, 
as a beginning, do the following things.

Read this book from cover to cover, all of it, not just the 
sections that seem to apply to your search. 

Give your search a priority ranking: casual, compelling, ur- 
gent, critical.

shawl for Aunt Olive. You're doing this for you and your 
feeling of well-being. 


. Spend some time anticipating the pleasure and/or satisfac- 


tion to be derived from completing your project successfully 
despite frustrations and setbacks; there will be some of these, 


. Accept my word for it; this is a fascinating game, one that 


you should convince yourself you're going to win. 


. Look forward to the challenge to your patience, ingenuity, 


and—this will get a good workout—common sense. 


Their interest will 


help sustain your interest. Their suggestions will be inval- 
uable.

From this page forward, think success! 
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EXPENSES 


The cost of getting your “friendly” living-room search off the 
carpet will be modest, probably somewhat less than the more 
complex searches covered in Chapter 8, “Computers, Credit, 
and Consumers,” and Chapter 11, “The Adoptee/Birth Parent 
Search.” 

Here are some of the expenses you'll incur in your 
“friendly” search.

TELEPHONES AND THE THREE-HOUR SPREAD 


Consider the time of day in keeping down long-distance costs. 
Calls made on weekends between 5:00 P.M. Friday and 5:00 P.M. 
Sunday, and after 5:00 p.m. weekdays in your zone, offer a 
discount. Be aware that 5:00 p.m. Eastern is 4:00 p.m. Central, 
3:00 p.m. Mountain, and 2:00 P.M. Pacific, with the business day 
still under way in those zones. A5:00 p.m. California call, then, 
should find a New Yorker at home with dinner over. A call from 
New York at 11:00 p.m. reaches a West Coast callee at just about 
that same stage. So act like a calculating clock watcher and you 
won't find telephoning outrageously expensive. Remember—a 
call to the right party at the right time could abbreviate your 
search. 
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DOCUMENT AND OTHER FEES 


Some document fees are reasonably consistent across the coun- 
try, such as driver's license records; I've given such fee amounts 
individually by state in Appendix 7. Other fees, even for essen- 
tially identical documents, vary so much from state to state that 
I can’t even offer estimates. This is more of a problem for those 
pursuing birth parent and relinquished-child searches. They can 
expect to pay not only for basic correspondence and telephone 
costs but for a clutch of documents as well. They usually need 
copies of birth, marriage, and death certificates and other records 
that require photocopying and notarizing. Their searches might 
involve mass mailings to a host of people with the same surname 
as the subject’s. Then there could be membership dues to sup- 
port groups, advertisements in—-and subscriptions to—search 
publications. 

The upbeat side of all this paperwork is that you can keep 
within your budget by doing some commonsense planning. For 
example, never send for a document unless you are certain it is 
absolutely vital. Write the agency beforehand for search and 
copying costs so there are no surprises. If the need for a mass 
mailing occurs, use less expensive double postcards rather than 
a letter with a stamped, forwarding postcard enclosed. Don’t be 
put off by needing to run an advertisement or join a support 
group. Search publications charge modestly for both ads and 
subscriptions. Support and information group membership dues 
average only $20 to $30 per year. 

Above all, keep good cost records; they will help guide you 
in the least costly way to go. You'll get into the habit of econ- 
omizing. 


BEGINNING NOTES 


STEP 1 


Use the Missing Person statistics list on page 9 as a guide for 
creating a Profile of your subject. Then knock on doors. Tele- 
phone. Talk to former fellow workers, friends, enemies, lov- 
ers, relatives. Ask traditional who-what-when-where-why-how 
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questions and take notes—mental or otherwise-—of the answers. 

Your objective here is to create as complete a word picture 
of your subject as possible. So add anything I’ve missed that 
you think should be part of his or her physical description and 
background. 

Your subject’s Profile is a document vital to an organized 
search. It will become part of your Inquiry Kit, which I will tell 
you about a litile later. Keep adding details to your Profile as your 
search progresses. You'll be surprised (and your subject may 
be, too) at the amount of information you'll be able to collect. 

Make at least two dozen photocopies of the Profile, one for 
each kit you'll assemble (you may need more). File the original 
Profile for further copying as needed. Interfaced (matched) with 
data for others with an identical name, it will help distinguish 
your subject from them. 


STEP 2 


Much of your search will be conducted through the U.S. Postal 
Service. Lay in some standard 8'/2" x 11" white typing paper; 
#10 envelopes; a highlight pen (for highlighting certain Profile 
items—nmilitary service, for example, when contacting the Vet- 
erans Administration). 

Lay in a batch of meter-stamped postcards. And depending 
on how fancy a working journal you think fits the project, you 
might find a simple, lined legal pad quite adequate. Keep in 
mind that it is easy to lose track of details as you go along because 
your search is not something you'll be working on every day. 
There will be stretches of time when you're waiting for re- 
sponses, and your memory of what you were doing last will 
start to fade. Your journal with notes of everything you've done 
up until that last working day will always be there for you to 
go back and pick up from when the waiting is over. Remember, 
date entries as you go. 


STEP 3 


| Get a membership card from your main (if there is more than 
one) library. Acquaint yourself with the reference librarians there,

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ably knowledgeable and willing to guide you through their 
world of facts, figures, dates, and place-names. They have the 
addresses of most of the important information sources you'll 
be contacting, plus the addresses of every other library in the 
United States. Knowing these details now will be important 


later. 


STEP 4 


Use your legal pad/ledger or—if yours is a more complicated 
search—separate 3" x 5" filing cards for keeping records of con- 
tact names, phone numbers, addresses, dates, and other data. 
Make progress notes for each of your activities so you will be 
able to pick up easily where you left off even after long periods 
of inactivity. Discipline yourself. Be neat and accurate, as though 
your files might someday become a court record, which could 
well happen if yours is a search for legal reasons. 


STEP 5 


Again, I suggest that you read all of this book before beginning 
work. Be aware that Chapter 8, “Computers, Credit, and Con- 
sumers,”” and Chapter 11, “The Adoptee/Birth Parent Search,” 
can be helpful in all types of searches. 

From this moment on, keep in mind that most successful 
searches result from ten vital attitude factors:

Number 10 is the key to finding peace and satisfaction if 
you are looking for a relinquished child or a birth parent and 
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are successful. Without first resolving to accept these conse- 
quences, whatever they might be, it may be best not to pursue 
your quest. 

With all this out of the way, we are almost ready to go. But 
first | want you to meet someone who could supply you with 
an alternative to doing your own searching. 


ABOUT PRIVATE INVESTIGATORS 


You probably don’t want to—or can’t—hire a private investi- 
gator to do your search for you; that’s why you bought this 
book. But let’s take a quick look at him or her and his charac- 
teristics so you can relate to him somewhat. 

To begin with, P.I.s are easy to find. There are thousands, 
licensed and unlicensed, at work in the United States. Very few 
of them are real professionals. Of course, some are trained op- 
eratives with law-enforcement backgrounds who are completely 
dependable. 

Private investigators are listed in most of the yellow pages 
between New York and Honolulu. The problem is choosing 
an effective one—unless you personally know of a capable P.I. 
you can expect effectively to carry out your assignment without 
its costing you an arm and a leg. An average fee for a P.I.’s 
services, whether he’s good or not so good, can run as high as 
several hundred dollars a day, with the inevitable ‘plus ex- 
penses,” an item that can become financially lethal over a long 
search. 

In this book, I’ve discussed some of the techniques your 
eye-for-hire would normally use. But for the most part, although 
the P.J. depends a lot on personal contact with his information 
sources, you will be using the mails, the telephone, and public 
records. 

Another major difference between you and some paid 
sleuths is their willingness to wink at the law, using illegal acts 
to help shortcut the gathering of evidence; you've learned a few 
of these from watching television. And of course, it’s not only 
illegal but unwise to represent yourself as a law-enforcement 
officer or government official at any time or for any reason. This 
kind of activity can get you into very hot water. 
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So my firm’s policy with clients is: ‘We'll investigate any- 
thing and anybody, but we won't go to jail for you.” 

However, there are legal ruses we’re not above using when 
the end justifies the means and we feel that gaining the infor- 
mation you need is reason enough. You might identify yourself 
on the phone as a telemarketer/surveyor wanting to know your 
subject’s present occupation, or you might say you're a friend 
of old hometown friends with a message from “the gang” back 
there. This kind of subterfuge is not illegal; just don’t try to 
represent yourself as a government official. 

Beware, too, of coming off as stupid by asking the wrong 
questions, or by being unsure of yourself. Anticipate questions 
about your identity and have the right answers ready. 

If you're into an investigation that calls for subterfuge and 
your subject is obviously trying to avoid you and detection, leave 
him or her alone. Look up the subject's relatives and pay them 
a visit. Or locate a girlfriend or boyfriend, maybe former work- 
mates, Forgo any Sam Spade stuff. Minor deceptions here and 
there will gain you what you need to know. 


TWO YOU-CAN’T-DO-WITHOUTS 


Before you begin any kind of comprehensive search, you must 
possess two vital statistics regarding your subject. 

1. Your subject's first, middle, and last names (correctly 
spelled), the name he or she is licensed by, votes by, and gets 
credit with, whether it is a birth or adoptive name, and. nick- 
names, if any. 

If a birth or adoptive name has been changed officially, your 
identification problem is heightened and may call for a search 
of court records or for interviews with associates who know the 
subject by his or her new identity. If the subject has assumed a 
different name, an aka (also known as), that complication will = 
also slow the progress of your search. These are all solvable 
problems if you read this book thoroughly. A 

2. Your subject's date of birth (DOB). Because of a population : 
nearing the 250 million mark, there are thousands of name du- : 
plications in the United States. Of all the search data you can 
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supply to information sources—in addition to a full name—tl 
DOB is the clearest identifying statistic separating your subje 
from others of the same name. (The place of birth [POB] 
another helpful identifying item you should try to acquire.) 
you don’t already have it, you'll learn from this book how to | 
about getting the DOB.* 


*Less critical, but helpful in your search, is knowing your subject's Social Securi 
number. The Social Security number is used in many ways as an American seri 
number. 


SOME BASIC SEARCH 
TOOLS 


U.S. POSTAL SERVICE 


Most government agencies—-and private ones, too—are like 
most people: they hate to divulge secrets, even if the secrets are 
not their own. “It’s for me to know and you to find out” is their 
attitude. It's a good thing, too, for by retaining the right of 
privacy for you and for me, agencies protect us from irrelevant 
prying. 

We are not going to challenge that right, nor are we going 
to pry in any sense. But our problem here is to make the agency 
person quickly aware of (1) why we want to contact a subject, 
and (2) how we can achieve this goal without invasion of the 
subject’s privacy. se 

You can use a mailing device that will allow you to make | 
contact without arousing suspicion or resistance in those guard- 
ing citizens’ privacy. 

Here is how it works; it’s very simple. 


1. Determine which public or private agency is likely to have 
your subject’s current address, or a source for the address: 
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Veterans Administration, Social] Security, a state vital statis- 
tics office, an insurance company, whatever. 

2. Write a short, clear ietier of inquiry addressed to either the 
director or the supervisor of the agency (see directly below). 

3. Enclose a photocopy of your subject's Profile, highlighting 
statistics that might apply to that agency: military service, for 
example, when contacting the Veterans Administration. 

4. Enclose a plain, post office meter-stamped postcard (see page 16) 
on the back of which is a brief, clear message to your subject

“Note: Always request that the forwarding postcard be mailed back to you if 
your subject’s address is not available. This will help you keep accurate files 
and eliminates the agency or individual as an information source. 
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asking him or her to contact you; your name, signature, return 
address; and—if desirable—your telephone number. Leave 
the front (stamped) side of the postcard blank, so that your 
subject’s name, if available from the agency’s rolls, can be 
applied for forwarding. You now have—with your letter of 
inquiry; Profile; and stamped, unaddressed, forwarding post- 
card—-what we will call from now on your Inquiry Kit. (An 
enclosed photograph of the subject would help.) 


Note: If your longhand is as illegible as mine, I suggest that 
you print all your correspondence rather than use a typewriter. 
Pen and ink tends to attract the attention of clerks and officials 
exposed daily to bales of typewritten material. Furthermore, pen 
and ink will enhance the personal nature of your inquiry—-and 
of the postcard to your subject. 


Also, ask for the names and phone numbers of a couple of 
your subject’s former neighbors. They just might be nosy 
enough to have learned where your subject was going when he 


or she left town.

But if you don’t have this problem, and want to do a thoroug 
directory search, don’t hesitate to call all the numbers liste 
under your subject’s surname. You could well reach a relatin 
who knows exactly where your subject is. Just be prepared 
fib a little, if necessary, about your reasons for wanting to reac 
the subject; families don’t give up the location of a relative: 
strangers all that easily. You might want to say you're the su’ 
ject’s former insurance agent and that you have some cash re 
idue from an old policy you want to return to the subject. Th. 
should get you at least an address to work with, and maybe 
phone number. 


THE HAINES CRISS-CROSS DIRECTORY 


The Criss-Cross is an amazing cross-reference directory. It lisi 
every street in any given community alphabetically, from Abbe 
Lane to Zoeotrope Circle, and gives the names, addresses i 
sequence, and telephone numbers (except for unlisted number: 
of the people who live on those streets. 

That’s the first half of the Criss-Cross. The second half list 
all the telephone numbers, in sequence—with the prefix as 
base—and the street names, addresses, and residents. So if yo 
have nothing to go on but a telephone number, the Criss-Cros 
will let you run it straight down to the address and name. 
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TELEPHONE DIRECTORIES 


Once in a while I get calls from people in Greater Los Angeles 
who are quite serious about hiring me to find someone without 
their first checking telephone directories for southern California. 
They ignore a rule of common sense. More than 6 percent of 
the nation’s population—some 14 million people—live within 
Greater L.A.’s area codes: 213, 714, and 818. Because I begin all 
searches by starting from ground zero, occasionally | have been 
able to respond to search callers on the same day with a con- 
firmed address I’ve found in a phone book here in my office. 
Directories can be helpful tools and often are overlooked. 

But if you've already checked local directories for your sub- 
ject with no luck, try your public library, which has a collection 
of current phone books for various regions of the United States. 
(Telephone companies used to provide libraries of directories 
for every area of the United States at their main offices, but they 
don’t arly longer.) At your main library you'll probably find a 
directory for the community in which your subject last lived. 

OK-—-you found the right directory, but not your subject. 
Then try this: almost all public libraries also maintain a file of 
local phone books for past years—up to twenty years or more 
in some cases. Write or call the reference librarian in your sub- 
ject’s suspected area and ask for a check of local directories over 
the past three or four years. If his or her name pops up in one, 
ask the librarian to run a check in her Haines Criss-Cross Di- 
rectory for who’s living at your subject’s old address now. 


PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


You probably already have a library card. If you don’t, get one, 
if only to be on the library’s records. Most of the material you'll 
be looking up will be in the Reference Room, and whatever is 
there stays there. It can’t be checked out. 

Be aware that your main library—if your town has more 
than one—is probably better equipped with reference material 
than the branch libraries. 

Go out of your way to be pleasant and appreciative to the 
reference librarians. They are absolutely invaluable in helping 
you with search information. 
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PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Long experience with the most marvelous free public library 
system in the world has led me to a dependency I hope you 
acquire. Many reference librarians seem to know everything 
about everything, or have answers at their fingertips in volumes 
of exotica or minutiae that make them fountains of information. 
These people are—without exception, in my experience—not 
only incredibly patient but blessed with understanding and an 
aversion to your leaving their rooms with your information prob- 
lem unsolved. Take advantage of this extraordinary service. It’s 
free. 

I bring up the subject of libraries often because I think so 
much of them and the people who run them. At this time I also 
want to mention a source of information they have that isn’t 
related to the books on their shelves. 

It's the collection of card-holder names they have in their 
computers. I doubt very much that these dedicated people 
would release this kind of information to the public. But they 
would regard helping you make contact with someone on their 
card-holder list as part of their job. There are thousands of public 
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libraries throughout the country, most of them with compu- 
terized record systems, giving you still another way to go in 
your search. 

Get in touch with the library system in the area where your 
subject may be living, and put your Inquiry Kit to work. 

I haven’t mentioned before, but I do now, that there is a 
law library in just about every American courthouse, or in a 
building nearby. Most law libraries maintain well-cataloged and 
updated state and federal literature on adoption, child relin- 
quishing, child abuse, kidnapping, parental abduction, foster 
parenting, and so on, free for you to use. ; 

University and college libraries offer—aside from massive col- 
lections of textbooks and classics—the results of special studies 
and research directed to family relations and child abuse. The 
library system of the University of California’s campuses alone 
(eight campuses total, excluding the Medical/Dental Center in 
San Francisco) contains over 19 million volumes! Even the small- 
est campus, that of UC-Riverside, has several libraries holding 
over 1.25 million bound and unbound texts, including tens of 
thousands of rolls of microfilm. 

All of the library services I’ve mentioned here are free. And 
again | remind you that the list of card holders at any of these 

libraries may be a source of information to you—if you use your 
Inquiry Kit. 


POLICE DEPARTMENTS 


Police departments and all law-enforcement agencies are tied 
into terminals for the National Crime Information Center (NCIC) 
computers in Washington, D.C. You can now ask your police 
department to list a missing child with NCIC just a few alarming 
: hours after his or her disappearance. It soon may be possible to 
r do the same with missing, mentally capable adults if planned 
[ modifications are made in allowable entries into the NCIC sys- 
i tem. (Only retarded and aged adult missing had been eligible 
for NCIC entry up to mid-1988.) 

The typical police department maintains extensive records. 
It keeps a file of local known active lawbreakers and nuisance 
of perpetrators. And a twenty-four-hour running account of who 
is doing what to whom comes over the statewide teletype net- 
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work that reaches all law-enforcement agencies as well as the 
NCIC. This flow of crime information can be interrupted at any 
time by any agency so that it can enter its own report of local 
criminal activity, with physical descriptions of suspects, modus 
operandi, and vehicles operating in that agency’s jurisdiction. 

But the task of massive criminal recordkeeping is pretty 
much up to the county and the state. The exceptions are monster 
population centers such as New York, Chicago, and Los An- 
geles. Because of the sheer volume of lawbreaking activity in 
these areas, big-city police departments must share in the jailing 
and the recordkeeping. 

In most areas, however, as prosecution and disposition of 
wrongdoers progresses, the county and state take up the burden 
of keeping track of them. At another level, the federal court and 
penal systems, and law-enforcement agencies such as the FBI, 
pick up recordkeeping and jailing for their special categories of 
lawbreakers. 

Just keep in mind that, thanks to the Freedom of Information 
Act (see page 47), you can open many of the records that once 
were closed to the public. 


CITY-COUNTY PERMITS AND LICENSES 


Cities and counties regulate almost all activity within their 
boundaries by issuing permits. These permits include the name 
and address of the individual applying. Such records are nor- 
mally kept at City Hall and the county courthouse. They would 
include permits for building projects, demonstrations and pa- 
rades, as well as dog licenses, bicycle licenses, vendor licenses, 
and so on. City and county business licenses are located in the 
city and county clerks’ office. Just about all businesses operating 
in cities and counties are required to have a license. The appli- 
cation for the license contains the name and address of the busi- 
ness, the name and address of the owner or his or her agent, 
the owner’s home phone number, the type of business, the 
number of employees, the date the application was filed and 
the license’s expiration date, and the filing fee paid. 


COUNTY RECORDS 


Any American county courthouse is a gold mine of records con- 
cerning the people who live there and the legal activity that 
takes place between them and the elected authorities. 

Many of these records can be obtained simply by knowing 
the subject's full name and date of birth. Of course, you should 
have a good idea of what kind of record you want before you 
can determine which office and what clerk to contact—by tele- 
phone, by mail, or in person. 

What follows is a discussion of some of the county records 
available for search and the range of information each of them 
provides. 


THE SHERIFF'S OFFICE 


The sheriff is elected, not appointed. In most counties, he is 
considered the number-one law-enforcement officer. (Some 
counties give this ranking to the district attorney.) The sheriff’s 
deputies serve subpoenas, warrants, sheriff's sale notices, and 
handle sale details. They patrol unincorporated highways, in- 
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vestigate motor vehicle accidents on private property, inves 
gate crime (with a detective division), operate the jails, provic 
guards tor the courtrooms (bailiftts), and transport inmates fro 
one facility to another. 

And, as if all that didn’t keep them busy enough, the she 
iff's staff must keep extensive jail records. 

Prisoner files will include mug shot, full name, akas, ne 
of kin, recent addresses, fingerprints, charges, jail conduct, vi 
itor list and dates, unusual correspondence (as a rule, mail 
censored), statements made while in jaii, trial dispositions, ar 
much more. 

These records are hard to get to, but you can access the. 
with formally prepared requests through the district attorne 
and—with considerably more difficulty—through the public d 
fender. Because the Sheriff's Department and the district atto 
ney are the prosecutors, the public defender is necessarily 2 
adversary to them. And because both sides are handling a: 
missible trial material, they both tend to guard their recor< 
jealously. Of course, the defender’s inventory of records at ar 
point in time is minuscule compared to the sheriff's. 

In any case, don’t be too hopeful of retrieving much info 
mation from either of these sources through the mail. 

Be prepared to appear in person (1) with a lawyer at you 
side and (2) with a good knowledge of procedure and very pe 
suasive ways. If you can’t appear in person, and a truly urge! 
need exists for special information, you can write to the cou 
involved. 


BIRTH, DEATH, AND MARRIAGE 


BIRTH RECORDS 


Copies of original birth certificates are routinely supplied c 
request to everyone except an adoptee, whose origmual certifica 
is sealed by the court on the day the adoption is final and ca 
be opened only by court order (see page 24). The adoptee 

allowed a copy of his amended certificate, from which all of tk 
“identifying” information has been eliminated. These deletior 
include the names of the natural parents, their places of birtl 
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their ages, the name of the certifier (usually the attending phy- 
sician), and the name of the registrar for the county. In short, 
nothing that might help lead a searching adult adoptee to his 
true origins is included in the amended birth certificate. 

Except for two items. 

Each newborn is given an official number that is filed by 
date of birth in the county registry. Almost every county retains 
those two items unchanged on the amended birth certificate. So, 
if a searching adult adoptee knows his exact birth date and the 
number from his amended certificate, a matchup in the birth 
records could reveal his natural birth name. These things can 
help in identifying his birth parents. 

Birth records are maintained at both the county and the 
state vital statistics offices. They are public information—except 
for adoptees’ original birth certificates—available to you in per- 
son or by mail with submission of the proper request. Write for 
a fee figure and include a check or money order with the actual 
request.

Birth Records of Persons Born in Foreign Countries 
Who Are U.S. Citizens at Birth 


Births of U.S. citizens in foreign countries should be reported 
on the Consular Report of Birth (Form F5-240) to the nearest 
American consular office as soon after the birth as possible. This 
report should be prepared and filed by one of the parents. 
However, the physician or midwife attending the birth or any 
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other person having knowledge of the facts can prepare the 
report. 

Documentary evidence is required to establish citizenship. 
Consular offices provide complete information on what evidence 
is needed. The Consular Report of Birth is a sworn statement 
of the facts of birth. When approved, it establishes in docu- 
mentary form the child’s acquisition of U.S. citizenship. It has 
the same value as proof of citizenship as the Certificate of Cit- 
izenship issued by the Immigration and Naturalization Service. 
Filing a Consular Report of Birth is not authorized for children 
five years of age or older. 

A $13 fee is charged for reporting the birth. The original 
document is filed with: Passport Services, Correspondence 
Branch, U.S. Department of State, Washington, D.C. 20524. The 
parents are given a certified copy of the Consular Report of Birth 
and a short form, Certification of Birth (Form DS-1350 or Form 
FS-545). 

To obtain a copy of a report of the birth in a foreign country 
of a U.S. citizen, write to the Passport Services office. State the 
full name of the child at birth, date of birth, place of birth, and 
names of parents. Also include any information about the U.S. 
passport on which the child’s name was first included. Sign the 
request and state your relationship to the person whose record 
is being requested and the reason for the request. 

The fee for each copy is $4.00. Enclose a check or money 
order made payable to the U.S. Department of State. 

The Department of State issues two types of copies from 
the Consular Report of Birth: (1) a full copy of Form FS-240 as 
it was filed, or (2) a short form (Form DS-1350 or Form FS-545), 
which shows only the name and sex of the child and the date 
and place of birth. The information in both forms is valid. The 
short form may be obtained in a name subsequently acquired 
by adoption or legitimation after proof is submitted to establish 
that such an action legally took place. 


Birth Records of Alien Children Adopted by U.S. Citizens 


Birth certifications for alien children adopted by U.S. citizens 
and lawfully admitted to the United States may be obtained, if 
the birth information is on file, from: Immigration and Natu- 
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ralization Service (INS), U.S. Department of Justice, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20536. 

Certification may be issued for children under twenty-one 
years of age who were born in a foreign country. Requests must 
be submitted on INS Form G-641, which can be obtained from 
any INS office (addresses can be found ina telephone directory). 
For a Certification of Birth Data (INS Form G-350), a $5.00 search 
fee, paid by check or money order, should accompany INS Form 
G-641, 
Certification can be issued in the new name of an adopted 
or legitimated child after proof of an adoption or legitimation is 
submitted to INS. Because it may be issued for a child who has 
not yet become naturalized, Form G-350 is not proof of U.S. 


citizenship. 


Certificate of Citizenship 


United States citizens who were born abroad and later natural- 
ized or who were born in a foreign country to a U.S. citizen 
(parent or parents) may apply for a certificate of citizenship 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 341 of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Act. Application can be made for this document 
in the United States at the nearest office of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. The INS will issue a certificate of citi- 
zenship for the person if proof of citizenship is submitted and 
the person is within the United States. The decision whether to’ 
apply for a certificate of citizenship is optional. 


Records of Births Occurring on Vessels on the High Seas or 
on Aircraft in International Flight 


When a birth occurs in international territory, whether in an 
aircraft ur on a vessel, the determination of where to file the 
record is decided by the direction in which the vessel or aircraft 
was headed at the time the birth occurred. 


1. Ifthe vessel or aircraft was outbound or had docked or landed 
at a foreign port, requests for copies of the record should be 
made to: U.S. Department of State, Washington, D.C. 20520. 

2. If the vessel or aircraft was inbound and the first port of entry 
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was in the United States, write to the registration authority 
in the city where the vessel or aircraft docked or landed in 
the United Staies. 

3. If the vessel was of U.S. registry, contact the U.S. Coast Guard 
facility at the port of entry. 


Records Maintained by Foreign Countries 


Most, but not all, foreign countries record births. Itis not feasible 
to list here all foreign vital records offices, the charges they make 
for copies of records, or the information they may require to 
locate a record. However, most foreign countries will provide 
certifications of births occurring within their boundaries. 

U.S. citizens who need a copy of a foreign birth record may 
obtain assistance by writing to: Office of Overseas Citizens Ser- 
vices, U.S. Department of State, Washington, D.C. 20520. 

Aliens residing in the United States who seek records of 
these events should contact their nearest consular office. 


DEATH RECORDS 


There is the possibility that your subject may no longer be alive 
(see page 29 for data needed when requesting death records). 
If he or she is advanced in years, and you have no idea where 
he or she resided last, this is more than a possibility, and a good 
first move is to contact the Social Security office (see page 49). 
Under ordinary circumstances, Social Security is among the first 
of the agencies to be notified of a death, usually by the coroner 
or by the next of kin. 

But some deaths aren’t ordinary, and you should be aware 
that this notification can be made only if the deceased is found 
bearing comprehensive identification: for example, a Social Se- 
curity card (which many older persons no longer carry, having 
memorized the number long ago), a driver's license, or credit 
cards. But in many cases of homicide, suicide, and accidental 
and unattended death, the possibility of the deceased's being 
separated from his or her ID after death is a strong one. Ifa 
body is discovered without positive ID, the following procedure 
takes place in most counties of the United States. 

The coroner attempts to determine the victim’s identification 
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through postmortem examination, referring to dental charts, fin- 
gerprints, X rays, tattoos, scars, location of the body, and other 
details. If all fail, the decedent's death particulars go to what is 
called, in California, the County Public Administrator's Office 
(CPAOQ), which has a counterpart in most American counties. 
The CPAO turns over whatever is found with the victim to the 
county treasurer or some general fund. Burial then takes place 
at the county’s expense. 

If the deceased is identified but remains unclaimed, the 
name is entered as a public record in the state’s vital statistics 
office. Any researcher can usually procure a copy of the death 
certificate and details of the death by mail, in person, or by 
contacting this office. Such an office may also be maintained by 
the county in which the decedent resided. Check it. 

When the victim is known and claimed, the death certificate 
is normally prepared by the attending physician, funeral direc- 
tor, hospital authority, or coroner. Then it is filed in both the 
county in which the death occurred and at the state’s vital sta- 
tistics office. 

The certificate is public information, for a fee, by mail or in 
person. It will probably contain the deceased’s birth name, age, 
date and place of birth, last known address, physical description, 
injury description (if any), laboratory results of biopsy/autopsy 
and cause of death; names and addresses of informants, next of 
I kin, funeral director, cemetery interred, or crematory. Also listed 
| (if available): the deceased’s occupation, military record, and 
other life details. 
| This is the same information you would be asked for if you 
were reporting a death to authorities.

Death Records of U.S. Citizens Who Die in Foreign Countries 


The death of a U.S. citizen in a foreign country is normally 
reported to the nearest U.S. consular office. The consul prepares 
the official Report of the Death of an American Citizen Abroad 
(Form OF-180), and a copy of the report is filed permanently in 
the U.S. Department of State (see exception below). To obtain 
a copy of a report, write: Passport Services, Correspondence 
Branch, U.S. Department of State, Washington, D.C. 20524. The 
fee for a copy is $4.00. 

Exception: Reports of deaths of members of the armed forces 
of the United States are made only to the branch of the service 
to which the person was attached at the time of death—army, 
navy, air force, or coast guard. In these cases, requests for copies 
of records should be directed as follows. For members of the army, 
navy, or air force: Secretary of Defense, Washington, D.C. 20301. 
For members of the coast guard: Commandant, P.S., U.S. Coast 
Guard, Washington, D.C. 20226. 


MARRIAGE RECORDS 


The standard application for a marriage license is a pretty de- 
manding document (see page 30 when requesting marriage rec- 
ords). It usually requires full names, dates of birth, ages, number 
of marriages, date of last marriage, ending date of last marriage 
(and whether ended by death, divorce, or annulment); birth- 
place of former spouse(s); groom’s present address, present and 
last occupation, kind of employment, highest grade completed, 
grooms father’s name, mother’s maiden name, and both of their 
birthplaces. That’s just the application. 

Some of these data have to be duplicated on the marriage 
certificate, which will also show the type of ceremony (civil or 
church), the bride's and groom’s religion, the name of the person 
who performed the ceremony, and the names of the witnesses. 

So marriage records offer many bits and pieces of infor- 
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mation on people and places. The official records are filed in the 
county in which the license was issued, and in some states in 
the vital statistics office at the capital. These records are normally 
available on request—unless the couple asks that they be sealed.

REAL AND UNSECURED PROPERTY 


Real property is normally administered at the tax assessor's of- 
fice, which could be either a city or a county function and is a 
good source of information because these are public records. 
In most states, real property means real estate—homes, lots, 
business buildings and equipment, farmland, land of any kind. 
If your subject owns real property, he or she is certain to 
be found on the tax rolls. The tax bill will provide you with a 
mailing address and the location and value of the property. If 
the property has been sold to an absentee owner, the public tax 
records will provide you with the new owner’s name and busi- 
ness address. You can probably get from this person the infor- 
mation you need about your subject. Such information also is 
likely to be available at the local Board of Realty office—if yours 
is a local search. Any friend with a real estate license can get 
you what you're looking for. All you need is your subject's 
county location and payment of the usually modest fee. 
Unsecured property is administered by the same tax asses- 
sor. But the goods are in another category: for example, cars, 
boats, airplanes, mobile homes, office furniture. Get airplane 
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ownership by contacting the FAA (see page 58 for the address), 
cars, boats, and mobile homes are usually registered with the 
Department of Motor Vehicies. The tax assesscr’s records tell 
where the property is and how much it’s worth. Everything 
mentioned thus far is public information. 

Simply write the tax assessor in the appropriate county. 


FICTITIOUS BUSINESS NAMES 


If your subject’s business is using a name other than his or her 
own—a fictitious name—he or she must have filed a statement 
to that effect. Without that document on file, banks are forbidden 
to open an account for an entrepreneur in any other than a birth 
name. 

The fictitious name files offer the business owner’s name, 
fictitious business name and address, and home address; as- 
sociates’ names and addresses; whether the business is incor- 
porated and in what state; ownership arrangement (husband 
and wife, individual, co-partners, general partnership, or joint 
venture). 

You may learn more about your subject from the fictitious 
name files than you want to know. They are open records at 
the county level, and the information is available by mail for a 
nominal fee. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S FAMILY SUPPORT UNIT 


Anyone filing for action against a parent who is defaulting on 
support payments can get help from the D.A.’s Family Support 
Unit. Its job is to go after dependent child and spousal support 
from absent parents. When the question of paternity comes up, 
the D.A.’s group will help resolve it. If there is no court order 
for child support, it will try to get one. 

In some counties, a department other than the D.A.‘s 
may handle family support. Your mail will be forwarded to that 
office. 

There is a small problem involved. The files dealing with 
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family support are generally confidential, and in most cases can 
be retrieved only by the people involved. 


GRANTOR/GRANTEE 


Grantor/Grantee records contain transaction documents of every 
description, but may operate under a different name (in Alle- 
gheny County, Pennsylvania, the same administrator is called 
the prothonotary—a fancy Latin name for chief clerk). A pro- 
thonotary once rode in President-Elect Harry Truman’s car in a 
political parade. When told who his backseat companion was, 
Mr. Truman asked, “What the hell is that?’ 

Anyway, every Grantor/Grantee’s office is overloaded with 
agreements, trust deeds, powers of attorney, judgments, and 
so on. So it can be a little difficult to find what you're looking 
for unless your subject has a unique, or at least unusual, last 
name. 

Yet Grantor/Grantee records are good sources of informa- 
tion, such as addresses, full names, occupations, personal fi- 
nance information, birth dates, and a lot more. The records are 
filed by year and by name, not a great source to approach 
through the mail, but workable if you can make a personal ap- 
pearance at the desk and have a little patience. 


CIVIL AND CRIMINAL COURTS 


LOCAL COURT RECORDS 


The typical local court lineup will include superior, municipal, 
probate, small claims, divorce, and traffic. Some jurisdictions 
have courts with other specific titles and functions: criminal and 
orphans, for example. Court records contain volumes of per- 
sonal information about plaintiffs, defendants, witnesses, pros- 
ecutors, defenders. And every word of testimony and comment 
spoken in open court is taken down by a court reporter equipped 
with a special shorthand typing machine. A transcript of that 
record is available for a fee, which isn’t cheap. The price can 
range up to $5.00 per page. 


COUNTY RECORDS 


Most counties have a clerk of courts, or an equivalent, wh 
is familiar with the workings of all the courts. Inquiries directe 
to that office should bring you the particulars about any cou: 
case in which your subject may be involved. Ask fora fee schec 
ule when you write to inquire about your subject’s court case 

These records are normally available to the public with th 
following exceptions: 


1. criminal cases in which the accused is a minor (under sixteen) 

2. adoption records, 

3. criminal cases involving a witness protected by the govern 
ment, 

4. an order from the judge sealing the records under certait 
circumstances, as when confidential evidence is presented. 


Confidential documents such as bank records, credit infor. 
mation, and other financial background data aren't normally 
available to the public. But you can get your hands on ther 
through a subpoena duces tecum (court order) if they are critica’ 
to you for legal reasons. 

Court records are usually filed in the names of plaintiff 
defendant. You might find they are on microfilm, which you 
can review in a special booth. But they can’t be removed from 
the records room. And only divorce case records are available 
by correspondence or by telephone. 


It is no secret that the American system of justice is faulty. Nor 
is ita secret that ours is by far the best system available anywhere 
there is a verbal language. 

Nowhere else on earth can ordinary citizens like you and 
me expect and receive the fairness that will ultimately be yours 
if you persevere in your demand for satisfaction from the 
courts. 


COURT-FUNCTION BRIEFS 


Superior Court 


This court handles felony/criminal cases and civil matters in- 
volving sums of $10,000 or more. 
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A felony is any crime from robbery to murder for which th 
defendant is tried by a prosecutor (district attorney) representin; 
The People of the community and that is punishable by impris 
onment of from more than a year up to the death penalty. 

Civil cases deal with disputes between individuals ove 
money, property, child custody, and so on. The People are no 
involved here unless the plaintiff is charging a unit of govern 
ment with neglect—say, in a case involving an inoperative rec 
light that resulted in a traffic fatality. Then a town or city solicito 
will represent The People versus the plaintiff. Normally it’s cit 
izen against citizen, one (the plaintiff) charging the other (thc 
defendant) with somehow violating the plaintiff’s rights. The 
“sentence” for losers of civil suits is termed damages, and is 
usually awarded by the judge or jury in terms of dollars. Ir 
custody cases, loss or denial of custody may result. 


Municipal Court 


The “Muni” deals with criminal misdemeanors, violations thal 
upon conviction call for imprisonment of one year or less— 
minor theft, battery, drunk driving, and trespass, for example. 
Again it is The People versus the defendant, with the district 
attorney handling the prosecution. And—as you've heard so 
many times on TV as a cop “‘Mirandizes’’ arrested suspects—a 
defendant has the right to court-appointed counsel drawn from 
a pool of attorneys called public defenders who are on the public 
payroll. They represent those accuseds who can’t afford to hire 
a private lawyer; this applies regardless of which court is hearing 
the criminal case. 

Civil cases tried by the Muni deal with sums smaller than 
the lower limit set by the superior court (usually under $10,000). 


Small Claims Court 


As its name implies, there is no crime presented here. It’s citizen 
versus citizen. The dollar limit of this court varies from state to 
state, but sums involved tend to range from a few hundred 
dollars to about $2,500. An oddity about this court is that the 
defendant can bring a lawyer but, as a rule, the plaintiff must 
appear without one. 
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Probate Records 


These present the details of a decedent's estate, along with the 
names and addresses of those provided for in the will and the 
names of the executor, administrator appointed, lawyers in- 
volved, surviving and predeceased children, and the deceased’s 
parents. You will learn also the final disposition of the will and 
the name of the presiding court officer. 

These files are especially helpful in tracing birth parents or 
family roots, and they're yours—for a fee, of course—so if you 
write for a fee schedule first, you can include your payment 
along with your request for information. 


Traffic Court 


These records are forwarded to the state by city, county, and 
state officials where they are filed at the Driver’s License Bureau. 
You might try to get to them before they leave town, and they’re 
available for a certain period after the violation. But you’d be 
better off to wait until they're safely at the capital, and a matter 
of record there. Local authorities—once you've been cited for a 
driving infraction—hesitate to monkey with documents des- 
tined for your all-important driving record. 


Divorce Court 


The divorce or annulment decree usually gives the date and 
place of marriage, names of any children (excepting relinquished 
children but including adoptive ones), the couple’s most recent 
address, the names of those persons from whom divorced ear- 
lier, a description and estimation of value of jointly held prop- 
erty. Records of the case are held at the courthouse where the 
decree was handed down, with copies sent to the state’s vital 
statistics office. They are available by mail upon payment of a 
fee, which you should ask about before sending your request 
for copies. Give whatever of the following facts you know when 
filing your request. 


1. Full name and nickname(s) of husband and wife 
2. Present home address for each

Grand Jury 


The grand jury is a “court” in the sense that it decides whether 
or not a case will be prosecuted. It is convened periodically for 
the purpose of reviewing evidence against persons who are sus- 
pected of violating criminal law. Grand jurists can number 
twenty-three or more (the courtroom jury of twelve or fewer is 
called a petit jury), but only a quorum (majority) need be present 
to hear the evidence brought by the district attorney. The jurors 
decide, based on the evidence, whether or not to prosecute the 
person. A legal quirk prevents the defendant's being repre- ” 
sented by counsel, nor is the defendant present to hear the - 
evidence against him or her. If the grand jury finds evidence | 
sufficient to warrant a trial, it hands down an indictment. 


VOTER REGISTRATION 


A couple of “ifs,” here, regarding voter registration. : 
If you know in what county in what state your subject might» 
be living, and if he or she is a registered voter, you may be able :

LICENSES AND PERMITS 


Today you need a license or permit to do almost anything con 
mercial. In California (if anything has happened anywhere, 
has happened in California) even door-to-door salesmen requ: 
a permit; in that regard, selling Girl Scout cookies without pe 
mits was an issue a couple of years ago in the Golden Stat 
True. Some states require permits for spaces at flea markets ar 
swap meets. Certainly roofers, plumbers, general contractors- 
almost anybody offering an entrepreneurial service to the publ 
today—are, and should be, licensed. 

Such documenting requires a great deal of exposure of i 
formation on the part of the licensee/permittee. These particula 
are public information at the county courthouse.

DRIVER/VEHICLE RECORDS 


DRIVER'S LICENSE RECORDS 


Karl Malden to the contrary, the driver's license is the one doc- 
ument nobody should leave home without. It has become the 
single most important piece of personal identification to be found 
in anyone’s purse or wallet—the majority's link with respecta- 
bility and the establishment. Visa and MasterCard may help a 
little, but a driver’s license is much more reassuring to the law 
when a confrontation occurs. This is why many people in large 
cities have driver's licenses although they don’t own a car; park- 
ing and liability insurance can be prohibitively expensive, but 
they can’t function as viable citizens without a license as part of 
their ID. Thus, the ‘‘vehicle operator's license’ becomes a prime 
source of personal information for the searcher. 

Remember this major requirement in asking for driver's li- 
cense information: you must have the subjects date of birth and 
correctly spelled full name. And even these specifics won't guar- 
antee a positive response from some states. The following pages 
show the exceptions, which really aren’t hard to deal with. 
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It might save you time and aggravation if you were to w 
simultaneously to the driver's license bureaus in every state 
which it seems logical that your subject would be driving: 
one in which he or she was born; the state in which he or: 
was originally licensed; the one you think he or she is living 
now; the one in which he or she vacationed or traveled ext 
sively. 

The response may come in the form of a computer print 
with your subject’s driving record, showing accidents, susp 
sions, revocations, date issued and expired, and so on. Sc 
states even provide a photograph. 

Here are the states from which you can request a driv 
record with only the full, correctly spelled name and departm 
driver license number (DDL#), or just the name and date 
birth.

The state of New York requires a DDL#, or the name and 
date of birth, and the subject’s last known New York address. 

Only two states, Massachusetts and Washington, will not 
supply driver's license information. 

In some states, the driver’s license number is area coded. 
So when you write for records information, ask for a code inter- 
pretation if one is needed. This could reveal the county or city 
where the license was issued, which would be helpful if it turns 
out that the subject is not living at the address shown on the 
driver's license. You could then concentrate your search in the 
area indicated by the code interpretation. 

See Appendix 7 for addresses of all fifty driving record agen- 
cies. 


MOTOR VEHICLE RECORDS 


Depending on the state’s regulations, a check of the vehicle tag 
number will provide you with a computer printout of portions 
of or all of the following information: the name and address of 
the person to whom the tag was issued, all the vehicle’s iden- 
tification numbers, the owner's insurance company, date of reg- 
istration and expiration, lien holder, year, model, and color. 

You might even receive the owner's date of birth, which 
would be valuable in pursuing other information sources, in- 
cluding a driver's license, because most states require a date of 
birth (and the full, correctly spelled name). See Appendix 7 for 
the state departments of motor vehicle records. 


NATIONAL DRIVER'S REGISTRATION SERVICE 


Another helpful information source is the National Driver’s Reg- 
istration Service. It was established to help law-enforcement 
agencies and insurance companies trace individuals with a sus- 
pended or revoked driver's license in one state who apply for 
adriver’s license in another state. More details are available from: 
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National Driver's Registration Service, U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, 1717 H Street, Washington, D.C. 20510. 


CORPORATE RECORDS 


Corporations active in the United States, whether American or 
foreign, must register in one of the fifty states. Their records are 
under the control of the secretary of state, asa rule. They contain 
the date of the corporate filing, the name of the corporation, the 
names of the directors and officers, the headquarters location, 
the corporation's type of business, and other specifics. 

There are two types of corporations—public and private: 
private means without stock on the market. The stock is privately 
held by an individual or by an individual and members of his 
official family (or board of directors). 

The public corporation’s stock is bought and sold in a rec- 
ognized public market, and the records show the names of the 
officers and substantial stockholders. A publicly traded corpo- 
ration must be listed with the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission (SEC), a federal agency. The SEC allows the government 
to oversee all of the corporations’ stock-trading activities and - 
requires every such firm to submit financial details of the major | 
stockholders’ financial activities. : 

In addition, every corporation must publish an annual re- | 
port for the SEC and for its stockholders. The annual report ' 
contains details of the company’s financial activities for the pre- 
ceding year. i 

For more information on any corporation or any of its 0 fficial | 
personnel, write the secretary of state in the state where the : 
corporation has its headquarters. 


STATE POLICE/HIGHWAY PATROL 
Police at the state level take on different functions in different * 
states. California is typical of most. 
The state police there provide protection and security for: 
government dignitaries and officials. They investigate crimes i 
against the state, provide bailiffs for state-level courts, serve ' 
warrants for the State Franchise Tax Board. The state’s highway 
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patrol handles interstate and state highway traffic and accidents, 
almost its sole functions. {I can’t imagine their being able to find 
time for anything else.) 

Records of state law enforcement in most states are kept at 
the state capital, and most of them are public information. But 
whatever state your subject lives in, it’s best to write first to 
learn if what you want is a public document and to ask what 
the fee is for a copy of it. 

Some states provide car accident reports only to those involved 
and to the insurance companies. The reports are excellent sources 
of information and include names and addresses of victims and 
witnesses, vehicle license numbers, next of kin, and so on. 

Vehicle accident records, when there are no state laws to 
prevent their being public information, can usually be found at 
the state capitol building, the local state office building, or the 
county courthouse. 


STATE TAX BOARDS 


This agency, however it’s known, is responsible for adminis- 
tering and collecting personal income tax and bank and corpo- 
ration taxes. It has a clone in almost every state government, 
with larger or smaller tax-collecting responsibilities. You can 
expect little information from these folks, no matter what state 
you're in. But they'll be glad to explain what they can and can’t 
talk about. Write to the state tax office in your subject’s state 
capital. 


PERMITS AND LICENSES 


BOARD OF LICENSING 


If your subject is in a profession whose practice demands a li- 
cense—from hairdressing to brain surgery—his or her name is 
on file with the State Board of Licensing at the capital of the 
state in which he or she is operating. 

You can write to the board and get such information from 
a professional license as correct spelling of name, middle name, 
address, telephone number, and other personal data.

BOAT AND FISHING LICENSES 


In a majority of states, the motor vehicle department handles 
the licensing of both commercial and pleasure boats operating 
on inland waters. These agencies also normally license the com- 
mercial and recreational fishing vessels operating out of the 
Great Lakes and seaboard states. 

The fisherman himself is generally licensed by an agency 
titled Fish and Game Commission, or something similar. And 
in some states the licensing of both boat and fisherman is done 
by this one agency. But you’re after records here. 

If you address the Fish and Game Commission at the state 
capital, your inquiry is certain to reach competent people eager _ 
to see your questions answered. 


STATE SALES TAX BOARD 


This agency or one like it administers and collects the state sales - 
tax wherever there is such a law. Only products are taxed, not ' 
services. All businesses involved in the retail sale of products : 
must file such a return. : 

These returns are available to you as a general rule, and} 
they provide vital statistics regarding the business, including 4 
bank account numbers and estimated gross sales. 4 

Some states have similar filings for businesses operating as 
wholesalers, The wholesaler is not normally taxed for sales pur- ‘ 
poses but merely as an indicator of who is selling to whom and’: 
for statistics such as total sales volume.

FEDERAL RECORDS 


FREEDOM OF INFORMATION AND PRIVACY ACTS 


It is now our right to demand and get at the federal level infor- 
mation that affects us as individuals and as citizens, a right 
provided by the Freedom of Information Act. (Some states have 
passed their own FOIA.) All we have to provide is just cause 
for opening the records. 

But until twenty years ago, many of the methods that I’m 
suggesting in this book for acquiring even declassified infor- 
mation from the federal and state governments would have been 
denied or ignored. 

This all changed when Public Law 5 USC 552A—known as 
the Freedom of Information Act—went into effect on July 4, 
1967, after being signed into law by President Lyndon Johnson. 
It has had a powerful and controversial impact on the status of 
secrecy regarding federal government records. It was used by 
courts and the media to expose the affairs of Watergate. It 
opened the files on gifts from foreign officials to President Nixon 
and caused the Defense Department to release details of the My 
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Laj massacre in Vietnam. The sons of alleged spies Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg, who were executed for treason in 1953, are 
using USC 552A to try to establish their parents’ innocence. As 
you can see, the act is quite powerful. 

The Privacy Act of 1974, 5 USC 552B, was intended to and 
does limit the federal government's authority in collecting and 
using information on individuals. At the same time, it somewhat 
broadens and supplements USC 552A. In any event, don’t hes: 
tate to cite either or both acts in requesting information frorr 
federal agencies. And be sure to read both acts at your library 

See below for a guide to writing your own memo on these 
acts, and include a copy with your letter of inquiry to let the 
officials know you know they must comply.

SOCIAL SECURITY 


Dealing with federal agencies is not always a simple matter. But 
here and there you encounter open doors, minds, and individ- 
uals with a desire to be helpful. 

Such is the case with the Social Security Administration. It 
probably has the largest roster of names of any agency in the 
United States government, since most American adults have a 
Social Security number and a file of some kind. The chances are 
good that your adult subject, whether he or she is employed or 
has retired, will have a reasonably recent address available— 
either a home address, the address of an employer, or both. If 
the subject is receiving Social Security insurance checks, or com- 
pensation for any reason, the presence of a home address is very 
likely. 

In any case, Social Security has formulated a policy of al- 
lowing mail contact “for humanitarian purposes” with anyone 
on its roster whose address is available. Simply send your In- 
quiry Kit, including your subject’s Profile, and your forwarding 
postcard will be sent to the subject. Allow for delay, as the search 
for a file will take time. And iry to give the message on your 
postcard as much “humanitarian” feel as you can without fab- 
ricating. 

If you do not include a Profile or a Social Security number, 
be certain that you do provide your subject's full name, and date 
and place of birth.

THE SOCIAL SECURITY NUMBER 


The Social Security number is important in your search, and you 
should do all you can to get it. The best place to look for it is in 
credit reports, which we will discuss later. 


A Social Security number provides verification of identifi- § 


cation. Everything from credit reports to business license ap- 
plications contain or use Social Security numbers. For example,

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my insurance company uses mine as an index for their files—I 
don’t know why or how. But the Social Security number has 
pretty much become the American serial number. And the 
administration wants to have a number issued to every newborn. 

In addition to maintaining records on virtually every Amer- 
ican, the Social Security Administration keeps track of millions 
of foreigners who work in this country or who once worked in 
this country and have since retired to live outside the United 
States. 

Except for a few numbers issued in the mid-1970s to military 
recruits, all Social Security numbers contain nine digits. Those 
military Social Security numbers contained ten digits beginning 
with zero. There are very few of them. 

The first three numerals are known as “area numbers” be- 
cause they indicate from which state the subject applied for a 
number. This may be a clue to where to begin your search— 
maybe with a check of driver’s license records for that state, 
which could bring you an address if the subject still lives there. 

For an index of Social Security numbers, see Appendix 1. 
Remember, Social Security records are confidential and not avail- 
able for public or even law-enforcement review. 


THE U.S. POSTAL SERVICE 


Surprisingly, if you know the address where your subject was 
living at some time during the past twelve months, you can get 
the address to which he or she moved. Simply send the last 
known address, along with a dollar, Attention Postmaster, to 
the appropriate post office, and a forwarding address will be 
provided. If the subject has been gone for more than six months, 
however, you're out of luck. That is as long as the postmaster 
holds a forwarding address. 

If you want to save a dollar—and who doesn’t?—mail a 
letter to the old address with Do NOT FORWARD-—-ADDRESS COR- 
RECTION REQUESTED on the envelope. The postmaster will deliver 
the new address back to you free. 

There are other postal service features you should be aware 
of, such as certified mail, registered mail, and express mail. 
Return receipts are available for each. Certified mail provides a 
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receipt as proof of mailing. Request a return receipt to show 
when and to whom the mail was delivered. You might want to 
use maximum-security registered mail when you are sending a 
valuable document (you determine the value), and you can re- 
strict delivery to the person addressed. Your mailing will be 
returned to you if the person has moved. Express mail guarantees 
priority treatment and minimum delays. All of these services 
demand only relatively modest fees. 

Use General Delivery as a return address if you prefer not to 
reveal your home address to whomever you are writing. There 
is no charge for this. General Delivery mail is held at the post 
office for thirty days for your pickup. At the end of that time, 
it ig returned to the sender. 

Individuals and businessmen using a post office box are 
required by law to file a valid street address. Such an address 
for a business will be furnished to you upon request. An indi- 
vidual’s address, however, is not available without a court order 
(subpoena duces fecum). 

If you think you have located your subject at a particular 
address, you can ask the postal carrier to help you determine 
whether the addressee is the subject you're looking for. It’s 
worth the effort to try for identification this way, but don’t be 
surprised if the carrier doesn’t cooperate. Be ready with a hu- 
manitarian motive for your search if you want that postman’s 


help. 


U.S. DISTRICT COURT 


The jurisdiction of the U.S. District Court is based on federal 
statutes and the U.S. Constitution. It handles both civil and 
criminal matters. 

Any cases decided here can be appealed to the federal ap- 
pellate level and from there to the top: the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The source for retrieving information about principals in 
any cases decided in the appellate court or Supreme Court is 
here at the U.S. District Court, neatly indexed and ready to be 
examined at the federal courthouse. Or write to the clerk of the 
U.S. District Court in the federal courthouse nearest your centel 


of interest. 
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BANKRUPTCY COURT 


Lots of people and companies in financial trouble file for the 
protection of bankruptcy, which is handled in a federal bank- 
ruptcy court. If you have reason to believe your subject has ever 
filed for bankruptcy, you can start your search of records in the 
federal court clerk’s office nearest the site of the bankruptcy. 
You will find there all the details you will need for ascertaining 
a full, correctly spelled name; age, address, and net worth at 
the time of filing; and name and kind of business. Also, spouse’s 
name, age, and occupation, if any. All of this is public infor- 
mation, and can be had by mail. 


MILITARY LOCATORS 


Don’t overlook the possibility that your subject may be in the 
armed forces. If so, there should be no problem finding him or 
her. All the services now have computerized locator sections. 
Send a Profile with the following details highlighted:

Inquiry Kit, which should include the subject’s military serial; 
number, discharge date and rank, service branch, combat thea-+ 
ter, and a statement that you are a relative, to, General Services, 
Administration, National Personnel Records Center, 9700 Page!

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U.S. MARSHAL 


Is there reason to think your subject might be a fugitive from 
the law? If so, contact your nearest U.S. Marshal's office and, 
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inquire about your subject. Give the marshal only the full name 
and date of birth, no more. Ask that you be given whatever 
information might be available from the National Crime Infor- 
mation Center (NCIC) in Washington. It’s against the law for 
the marshal to give such information to the public. He knows 
that. He doesn’t know that you know. So be aware that if he 
comes back to you needing more information on your subject 
before he can help you, that’s a signal your subject may be 
among the wanted. 

There’s a U.S. Marshal in the white pages of your phone 
book under “U.S. Government.” His main headquarters is at 
One Tyson's Corner Center, McLean, Virginia 22101 (telephone: 
202-285-1100). 


THE NATIONAL CRIME INFORMATION CENTER (NCIC) 


NCIC is a computerized system for storing and retrieving crime 
information. It’s located in Washington, D.C. 

NCIC is maintained by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and contains millions of names, hundreds of thousands of stolen 
property descriptions, and the criminal histories of thousands 
of lawbreakers. 

Linked to every law-enforcement agency of any size in the 
United States, the system has been instrumental in the appre- 
hension of many hundreds of criminals and the recovery of 
millions of dollars in stolen property over the few years it has 
been in service. 

For further information on NCIC and how it can be helpful 
to you, ask to speak to the public information officer at your 
police or sheriffs department, or to the U.S. Marshal in your 
region. 

Be aware that you can ask your local law-enforcement 
agency to enter the name of any missing child into NCIC. If 
refused, you can go straight to the nearest FBI office with your 
request. 

To qualify entry of a name into the NCIC system, a juvenile 
must be under legal age in that state and an adult must be 
physically or mentally disabled, or foul play or suspicious cir- 
cumstances must be involved in his or her disappearance. If 
police or the sheriff refuse to enter the qualified missing person’s 
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name, go to the nearest FBI office with your report. The law 
says it must be accepted and entered into NCIC. 


INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE (IRS) 


The IRS will provide the date of the last return of a private 
individual or a business, which includes the address to which 
the return was sent. You need the subject's full name and Social 
Security number. For businesses, a federal tax number is re- 
quired. Contact the nearest IRS office for more information. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION (ICC) 


ICC records are useful if your subject happens to be a trucker 
and hauls goods across state lines. They are public information 
and are available even by phone. This agency regulates and 
licenses every form of interstate transport, and it’s listed in the . 
white pages under ‘U.S. Government.” ;

The stamps you see on alcohol and cigarette containers are the’ 
doings of the ATF, along with the issuing of licenses to sell’ 
firearms.

The GPO is the most prolific book publisher on earth. Every 
year it prints hundreds of thousands of books and pamphlets 
on every subject imaginable.

But for our purposes, one 
of its most significant publications is—of all titles—The Infor- 
mation Book, It contains the names, addresses, and phone num- 
bers of every government office—and its principal occupant— 
in the United States today.

SELECTIVE SERVICE 


The Selective Service is permitted to release only the state and 
city of residence of any subject inquired about. But it’s a start.

FEDERAL OFFICE OF CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT 
(FOCSE) 


The last nose count of missing parents of dependent children— 
most of them fathers, by far—comes to almost 9 million in the 
United States. The statisticians who project such figures calculate 
that by the 1990s more than 50 percent of the kids in the United 
States will spend their eritire childhood with just one parent— 
in most cases the mother, as you would expect. 

The U.S. Department of Health and Human Services has a 
division called the Federal Office of Child Support Enforcement 
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that is attempting to do something about the enormous tab— 
$25 billion or so annually—that aid to dependent children is 
costing the taxpayers. About 60 percent of the $10 billion in 
support owed in 1985 has been collected from absentee fathers 
by intercepting tax-refund checks, mandatory income withhold- 
ing, liens against property and securities, and other means. And 
the system is getting tougher and working better all the time. 

Every state has its own version of FOCSE, usually admin- 
istered by the counties through either the district attorney’s in- 
vestigation division or by the welfare department. 

If the father of your dependent children is among the miss- 
ing, whether or not you want to locate him, the place to start a 
collection action is right there in your own county. Call your 
local district attorney's office or the county welfare department 
for information regarding FOCSE. 


FEDERAL AVIATION AUTHORITY (FAA) 


The licensing of planes and pilots is a function of the Federal 


Aviation Authority. There are no other agencies involved. If your — 


subject is a flyer and you wish to gain information about his or 
het location, approach the FAA as you would any state driver's 
licensing bureau. Write Federal Aviation Authority, Mike Mon- 
roney Aero Center, 6500 South MacArthur Drive, P.O. Box 


25082, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma 73125. To the left of the ad- | 
dress on the envelope, write this code: AAC260. The telephone | 


number is 405-686-7555. 


You might be interested to learn that although all airplane © 


licenses are the responsibility of an agency of the U.S. govern- 


ment, the plane—like a car in any state—is considered unse- } 


cured property and is subject to all state legislation dealing with 
division of property, inheritance, and legal seizure. 

Your subject may subscribe to one of the aviation maga- 
zines. Check your library for addresses, and send each circu- 
lation manager an Inquiry Kit. 
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PRISON RECORDS 


It may be depressing to think of your subject as a felon, a wife- 
beater, or a drunk driver. But, life being what it is, it’s conceiv- 
able that your subject is behind bars. 

Four prison systems exist in the United States: federal—for 
persons convicted of violating federal laws; state—reserved for 
those in violation of state laws and local statutes; county—where 
those awaiting trial, being tried, paying dues for nonsupport, 
serving weekends for drunk driving or an overload of traffic 
violations all may be found; and city jail—overnight drunk tank, 
spitting-in-public-type lawbreakers. 

The addresses for all of these systems, of course, are avail- 
able at your library. Use your Inquiry Kit. Make your message 
to your subject on the forwarding postcard as simple and unpro- 
vocative as possible—even innocuous. You don’t want to cause 
your subject, or yourself, any more trouble than he or she has 
got right now. Asking a person to contact you is OK. Maybe 
that’s all you need to say. Prison inmates have writing privileges, 
although their mail might be censored. 

Just don’t bank on getting an answer, given the circum- 
stances—and depending on what kind of thought your message 
imparts—your subject may choose not to respond. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


EDUCATIONAL CHANNELS 


Let’s make a case history of this usually rewarding way of lo- i 


cating someone through educational channels. 


Subject: A fondly remembered classmate. 

Subject’s full name: Mary L. Dwyer, nickname “Boots” 

Description: Caucasian, 5'2", blond, blue eyes, dimples, 
glasses, slender (at last contact) 


Last known address: 812 Grandview Avenue, Pittsburgh, | 


Pennsylvania 15211 
Graduated: South Hills High School, June 1977, Academic 
Whereabouts: Unknown 
Reason for search: Affection, desire for re-contact 


Using a commonsense rule, you begin your search with the 
last known facts about your subject: graduate of South Hills High 


School, June 1977, the month you joined the marines and she « 
moved away from the city. Ten years later, you're on the East * 


Coast and have completely lost track of classmates who may © 
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know where she is. You send your Inquiry Kit to South Hills 
High, including the Profile, incomplete as it is. 

Your postcard is returned to you, noting that the school has 
no current address for Mary. But the counselor's records indicate 
Mary’s intention of attending Polk Community College in At- 
lanta, Georgia, where her family was planning to resettle. 

You get Polk’s address from the library and send your In- 
quiry Kit to the registrar’s office. No current address, says the 
returned postcard; try the alumni association for all Georgia 
community colleges, located in Augusta. 

The alumni association reports that Mary took-a photo- 
journalism degree from Polk, married Ralph Angelo, and is liv- 
ing at 567 Mariposa Street, San Francisco, California. 

Your letter to Mariposa Street returns: NO LONGER AT THIS 
Appress. And the request for a forwarding address is returned 
with your dollar: Mary’s been gone from there for more than a 
year. 

Dead end? Not quite. The reference librarian at the San 
Francisco main library, at your written request, checks the 
Haines Criss-Cross Directory for the present resident at 567 Mar- 
iposa Street. Whoever it is doesn’t have a telephone, so the name 
isn’t listed, and you can’t just write to “Occupant” for the in- 
formation you need. But the Criss-Cross shows also that Mary’s 
former neighbor has a phone and a name with a special ring to 
it—Felicity Gallagher. 

It's time to bring the chase to a close or forget it. You pick 
up the phone at 11:05 p.m. your time at Chevy Chase, Maryland. 
It’s 8:05 p.m. Pacific time, with Felicity quietly watching televi- 
sion in San Francisco, just as you'd hoped. It takes a while to 
get this pleasant, talkative lady to the point. But finally you learn 
that she was not only friendly with Mary Dwyer but can report 
that Mary has no children and is no longer married to Angelo. 
Eighteen months ago Mary left to take a job at a Sacramento, 
California newspaper. Which one? “A big one,” says Felicity. 

Well—“‘the big one” in Sacramento is The Sacramento Bee, 
big enough that the operator asks “Which department?” Try 
photography. 

There is a buzz, a click, and then the sweet voice you haven't 
heard for more than ten years is on the line. 

“Photo lab, Mary.” 
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NEWSPAPER PERSONALS 


Contact through newspaper personals may seem a bit farfetched 
to some people. But there isn’t a regularly published newspaper 
in the country whose classifieds don’t include these private mes- 
sages. And it’s a way to go if you're limited to knowing only 
your subject’s approximate whereabouts. That location should 
be within circulation reach of a substantial news periodical; find 
the publication nearest your target area by consulting Ayer’s 
Directory of Newspapers and Periodicals or R. R. Bowker’s National 
Directory of Weekly Newspapers. These references will also provide 
you with the line or word rate, so you can send along a certified 
check or money order and ensure that your message gets pub- 
lished on schedule. 

I suggest you run your ad at least three times, and more if 
you can afford it. Your message should be brief, of course, if 
you're concerned about cost. 

For example: “Urgent Della Benedict contact Tim. Write care 
of General Delivery, Rancho Mirage, California 92270. Or tele- 
phone collect through information.” 

We're assuming Della knows who Tim is. He’s using Gen- 
eral Delivery to avoid publishing his home address, and the 
collect call through information for the same reason. Otherwise, 
the cranks can have a picnic harassing personals advertisers. 

Now let’s hope Della or some of her friends are avid per- 
sonals readers. 


NEWSPAPER MORGUES 


Newspapers keep an index of all back issues. This facility is 
called the morgue, because—as the saying goes—there’s noth- 
ing deader than yesterday's newspaper. But you could be lucky 
and find a real “live” back issue. 

The morgue is an indexed-by-name file, and is available to 
you for a modest fee. If your subject has been in the local news, 
the clerk can find—or show you how to find—the mention of 
his or her name (and probably an address, if it has appeared in 
a reasonably recent past issue). The subject needn't be a headline 
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type. A name is more likely to be found in a wedding an- 
nouncement, a legal message, 4 birth notice, a publicity release 
about a job promotion, and so on. Even an obituary could help 
resolve your search. 


CATALOG MAILING LISTS 


Sears, Montgomery Ward, Spiegel’s, and other mail-order 
houses maintain updated customer addresses. That’s their busi- 
ness. Here is a rather long shot that may not be all that long if 
you know your subject to be a “send-away-for” shopper, like 
millions of other Americans. 

You might want to “shotgun” your inquiry by sending your 
kit to two or more mail-order retailers. If there is an obvious 
same-name problem, press your luck and send several forward- 
ing postcards to each retailer, and try to give a general location 
for your subject. (The message on the postcard should indicate 
some kind of urgency in order to gain the interest and sympathy 
of the mail-order boss.) 

The addresses of all the mail-order houses are available at 
your library. Direct your inquiry to: Supervisor, Customer Mail- 
ing Lists. 


UNIONS AND ASSOCIATIONS 


There is an old joke about Americans and their organizational 
zeal: two Americans meet overseas for the first time, say hello, 
and shake hands; three Americans meet overseas for the first 
time, say hello—and elect officers. 

If your subject has a craft, business, profession, or talent of 
some kind, he or she probably belongs to something. Dentists, 
lawyers, architects, railway workers, CPAs, carpenters, liquor 
store clerks, animal breeders, and fiddle players are all members 
of some guild or union. Even retired people have a union of 
sorts: The American Association of Retired Persons (AARP) is 
one of several such groups. 

Or your subject may be just a person who likes compan- 
ionship and the chance to do good with one of the many service 
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groups: Masons, Moose, Elks, Rotary, Variety Club, and so on. 

So your chances of locating an individual using this route 
are good if you know your subject’s trade, profession, or fra- 
ternal/social leanings. Most of these organizations have an in- 
terstate apparatus with a national headquarters. Many of them 
issue “house organs,” or newsletters, that publish pictures of 
members. You might get your subject’s picture, or at least a brief 
inquiry about him or her, into one of these periodicals. 

Of course, your library has all the information you need. 
Direct your kit to the national secretary at the organization’s 
national headquarters. 


INSURANCE RECORDS 


If you are familiar with the name of your subject's life, home, : 
or auto insurance carrier, a door opens there. People tend to ; ; 
stay with the same insurance company for decades, regardless | 
of relocation. Your reference librarian will help you with the ! 
address of the insurance company’s headquarters, where the! 
updated records of their insureds remain on file. : 

In your inquiry letter, make your reasons for wanting to |: 
contact the subject brief, clear, and appealing. Have a good, : 
warm reason for wanting contact. Emphasize your understand- 


ing of the company’s need to protect its insured’s privacy and #. 


make it clear that your forwarding postcard won't violate that | 
privacy. 


MAGAZINE SUBSCRIPTION LISTS t

Today there is a publication for every interest imaginable, i 
from hang gliding to deciphering hieroglyphics. If you know : 
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thing, because he or she no doubt subscribes to a magazine 
devoted to that interest. 

All regularly published American Magazines keep up-to- 
date subscriber lists. And as they’re essentially in the public 
relations business, you can expect them to cooperate in the sim- 
ple process of transferring an address from their computer to 
your forwarding postcard. This could well nourish their sub- 
scriber’s goodwill and probably improve the likelihood of a sub- 
scription renewal. 

Get the name and address of the appropriate magazines 
from issues on your supermarket rack or from Ayer’s Directory 
of Newspapers and Periodicals at the library. Magazines are listed 
there under subject matter. 

Your kit goes to the subscription supervisor. Try to give 
your subject a general location. Make your postcard message as 
urgent as possible without declaring a national emergency. If 
there are two or three magazines involved, send a kit to each. 


THE “SEARCH” MAGAZINE 


This publication is called Looking for Someone, and it is a product 
of Tower Press, Folly Mill Road, P.O. Box 438, Seabrook, New 
Hampshire 03874. 

It is one of the largest periodicals devoted entirely to people 
looking for people. The editorial material deals with successful 
reunions and how they came about, and relays winning methods 
for the searcher and the searched-for, 

One of the most effective and best-read sections of Looking 
for Someone is its classifieds. For a modest sum, you can place a 
classified ad that is certain to be seen by subscribers, because 
this is one of the reasons they subscribe. 

The editors warn of a fractional, mischievous readership 
that has developed for the magazine, a tiny percentage of zanies 
who get a kick out of sending in fake responses to appeals for 
information. So anticipate a fringe-element reaction to your mes- 
sage. Give a General Delivery address or rent a post office box 
so you needn’t publish your home address, a ploy I mentioned 
earlier, for the same reasons, in regard to newspaper personals. 

You can subscribe to Looking for Someone for. $3.00 a year. 
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THE SALVATION ARMY 


The “Army” was mentioned earlier in that tale about the Grar 
Central Terminal hero, one of thousands of accounts that ha 
become legend about this remarkable organization. It has bee 
in business since just after the Civil War. Among many oth 
services, it provides shelter and free meal facilities in almo 
every medium-to-large city in the United States. 

It even has a missing persons bureau. 

If you suspect your subject is down on his or her luck ar 
has needed to take advantage of the Salvation Army’s host 
tality, write to one of these geographically located Army hea 
quarters, directing your letter to: Salvation Army Missir 
Persons Service.

Include all items in your Inquiry Kit—Profile, postcard, le 
ter, and the most generous contribution you can come up wit 
for this remarkable organization. Explain your genuine concer 
to the officer-in-charge very carefully. Have a positive reaso 
for having your card forwarded if your subject is on the Salvatio 
Army rolls. You could be dealing with your subject's pride here 
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so your reason should be a good one: ‘Let me help you” is 
usually enough. 


RELIGIOUS AFFILIATIONS 


The possibility of contacting your subject through a religious 
affiliation might seem farfetched. But this is a good lead if he or 
she happens to be a regular tither in a prominent denomination. 
All denominations keep accurate records of donors and tithers; 
most have well-developed national headquarters and interstate 
communication networks. 

You would need some notion of your subject's location. But 
given, Say, the Grand Rapids, Michigan, area and the fact that 
he or she is a service-attending Baptist and a regular tither, and 
you have the beginning of a lead. Your reference librarian will 
help you find the address for the national headquarters of any 
denomination. 

Write and ask the national secretary (of whatever denomi- 
nation) for help in getting your message to all its pastorates in 
the designated area, and request a thirty-word announcement 
by the ministers during services. 

Send the following to the national secretary: an explanatory 
letter, your subject’s Profile, and a modest donation for the read- 
ing of the announcement. 

Some Sunday—or Saturday—your subject may be sur- 
prised to hear his or her name called from the pulpit to stay 
after services for a message from a “higher authority.” 

There could be something more than ordinary hope in trying 
to reach a loved or much-needed one in this way. 

It’s called faith. And I have faith that it can work. Try it. 


WHO'S WHO IN AMERICA 


Might your subject be a person of considerable consequence 
financially, politically, professionally, artistically? A Who's Who 
in America personality? 

There is such a registry for overachievers in all the above 
categories. Not every one of these people is a household name, 
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but some are big in their fields—which can be as diversified in 
nature as you could ever imagine. 

If you can see your subject as possibly being one of these 
exalted persons, you might as well check him or her out in the 
annually updated volume titled Who’s Who in America at the 
library. All you have to know is the category in which he or 
she might be selected: science, government, literature, medicine, 
industry, and so on. The Who's Who entry’s little bio is a business 
address, and a summation of the subject’s contribution to the 
specialty. 

If your subject is a business executive, he or she might be 
listed ina volume titled The Business Guide to Corporate Executives, 
also updated annually, listing the chief executives of nearly every 
corporation in America, with their addresses and phone num- 
bers. 

Then there is a massive tome called simply The Red Book. 
This lists not only the top echelon of every advertising agency 
by name but also gives a list of the agency’s clients, the clients’ 
advertising managers, and the amount of each client's advertis- 
ing budget for the previous year. If you're searching for whoever 
is responsible for a television commercial you've grown to hate, 
this is the book for you. 


HOME UTILITIES 


Water, gas, electric, and trash collection records are normally 
confidential, but information on them can be obtained with an 
appropriate pretext. Call customer service and say you have 
received a bill in your subject’s name and will forward it to him 
if you can have his address. I recommend this as a last resort 
only. 


THE TELEPHONE COMPANY 


Unlisted telephone numbers are given at the request of the sub- 
scriber. Amazingly, there is a fee for this nonprivilege. Why? 
Because the subscriber’s name must be pulled from the computer 
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before the directory goes to press, and he or she must pay for 
this service, 

Anyway, this unlisted, unpublished number is confidential. 
The only way to get it legally is through a court order. The only 
way to get it illegally—for a fee—is to know sOmeone inside the 
Phone company who is into that kind of game. This is a private 
investigator tactic, but your subject's itemized bills for toll calls 
both local and long-distance—are available for a price from un- 
scrupulous telephone company employees. Or you could have 
a pal working there get it for you free. Surprisingly, it-is not 
against the law to use information gained in this manner. 

As an aside, I am involved in a number of sensitive inves- 
tigations that require me to be in contact with confidential 
sources on a regular basis. I use pay phones frequently to main- 
tain security. I code each one and note the pay phone’s telephone 
number and code number in my address book. I then provide 
my sources with a code and phone number, and have them call 
me at that location: “Use Number Ten [the location code number] 
at three o'clock in the afternoon on Tuesday.” My sources use 
the same technique. 

It’s not 100 percent safe, but it is unlikely that my conver- 
sations will be intercepted. 


TELEPHONE TAPS AND TRAPS 


Before we go back to search methods, let me give you some tips 
on how to maintain telephone security. 

If security is urgent and interception is even a remote pos- 
sibility, never discuss your business on a regular or cellular 
phone. Both parties should use pay phones, and phone locations 
should be changed regularly. The newest telephone eavesdrop- 
ping equipment is incredibly sensitive and intrusive, and illegal 
taps are prevalent throughout the United States. The perpetra- 
tors are technicians both inside and outside the phone compa- 
nies, and it is virtually impossible for them to be detected and 
prosecuted. This is a violation within the jurisdiction of the FBI. 

Telephone traps provide a “lock-in” on a phone being used 
to call a particular number, allowing the location of the caller to 
be determined. Law-enforcement agencies regularly use this de- 
vice—with the phone company’s help—when investigating ex- 
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tortion, kidnapping, and related crimes. They have not been 
above using phone company employees illegally in their inves- 
tigations. 

Electronic science has recently developed an inexpensive, 
over-the-counter, portable trap. So if you don’t want the persor 
you're calling to have access to your phone number—and thu: 
your address, with the help of the Criss-Cross Directory —use 
a pay phone to be safe. 


CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE 


These organizations keep track of merchants, small business 
men, and professionals in their communities. They pretty mucl 
now what's going on around town, and who the new arrival 
in town are, through welcome wagon activities and so on, Thi 
Chamber (which might be called the Board of Trade in som 
towns) is a pretty good source of information about people ii 
towns. 

Address your kit to: Chamber of Commerce, Attention: Sec 
retary. It will go to the right people, even if the group’s nam 
is different.

COMPUTERS, CREDIT, 
AND CONSUMERS 


American adults leave “paper trails’ wherever they go. We live 
in a society that requires us to spread our identity over most of 
our environment. Our need for credit cards, checking accounts, 
doctors, insurance, subscriptions, shelter, utilities, taxes, and an 
ocean of services demolishes anonymity. 

This chapter is directed for the most part to searchers for 
whom following a paper trail is the only recourse. It deals pri- 
marily with information sources designed around that most un- 
sentimental of today’s wonder devices, the computer, which 
provides information impartially to friendly and unfriendly 
hunter alike. 

However, one of these sophisticated search centers actually 
offers only friendly assistance. Let's talk about it first, because it 
applies to the type of search we covered in the section about 
Danny Nolan in Chapter 1. 
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FRIENDFINDERS INTERNATIONAL 


Friendfinders International (FFI) was founded in 1983 by Herb 
Farmer, a World War II air force veteran. Farmer and his Flying 
Fortress crew were shot down over Germany and for the last 
year of the war were imprisoned at the infamous Stalag 17B. 
Alaska real estate was good to Farmer later, and when he retired 
he followed an urge to reunite his old buddies. Farmer discov- 
ered what I had come upon earlier: almost everybody is looking 
for somebody. Coupled with his compassion for people sepa- 
rated from loved ones, this discovery led him to set up a quarter- 
million-dollar computer complex in Seattle devoted to helping 
people re-locate other people. 

FFI is a lost and found for friends, relatives, and former 
associates. To register, simply call and pass along some details 
about yourself. If you are looking for someone, provide infor- 
mation on your subject and a search will be made of the tens of 
thousands of names in the FFI data bank. Privacy is safeguarded. 
If you are registered and your name is found, the searcher is not 
told where you are. Instead, you are notified about who is look- 
ing for you and where you can reach the searcher—if you 
choose. 

FFI is capable of memory-banking the names of every man, 
woman, and child in the United States. Faced with the reality 
of 2 million American John Smiths, FFI can zero in on an indi- 
vidual John Smith by interfacing (matching) data such as ad- 
dresses, military service, schools attended, date of birth, and so 
on. So be sure to send along your subject's Profile when asking 
for help at FFI. 

You can contact FFI toll free at 800-FINDERS. The mailing 
address is: 314 Lloyd Building, Seattle, Washington 98101. There 
is a fee for this service. 


INFORMATION SOURCES 


Other computer facilities are a bit more businesslike than FFI, 
These provide personal data on individuals for whom you need 
background information on employment histories, credit rat- 
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ings, real estate property owned, and so on. In fact, for a fee, 
these sources provide any kind of financial information on in- 
dividuals or companies, from bankruptcy to their latest net 
worth figure. Some facilities also provide searches of just about 
any public record that exists, including those for driver's licen- 
ses, marriage licenses, real estate transactions, and death cer- 
tificates. 

To be sure a facility can provide you with the kind of in- 
formation you want, I suggest you write to each of them and 
ask for a catalog of their capabilities and their service costs. 

I have listed a few of the more prominent facilities here. 
You will pay fees for services in each case, of course. 


FINDER OF MISSING PERSONS 


Finder of Missing Persons is located at 2210 Wilshire Boulevard, 
Suite 422, Santa Monica, California 90403; telephone: 800-999- 
9559, extension M (for missing persons division). They specialize 
in locating missing persons in the United States, but are capable 
of handling matters in other Western countries. They use former 
FBI agents, are equipped with a state-of-the-art computer sys- 
tem, and enjoy access to top researchers and libraries. Other 
services include pretrial investigations, asset/financial investi- 
gations, background investigations, employment traces, record 
searching, civil/family law, security and personal protection, 
commercial/industrial security surveys, and scientific investi- 
gations. Fees are quoted on an individual basis depending on 
the circumstances. 


INFORMATION RESOURCE SERVICE COMPANY 


Information Resource Service Company claims seven hundred 
national and international data bases. This system is concerned 
with identification, location, and background of individuals. 
IRSC’s literature offers four major credit data bases that cover 
the most populous areas in all fifty states. Driver's license in- 
formation and records are available from the continental states, 
as are current addresses and places of employment.

CONSUMER CREDIT REPORTING AGENCIES 


Credit agencies as a rule maintain information on individuals 
for the preceding twelve months. Only credit union, business, 
and mortgage specifics are not revealed. 

When you buy a suit of clothes, some nice salesperson asks 
if you would like to open an account. The information on the 
credit application you’re asked to complete goes to one of the 
several consumer credit reporting agencies, where a file is 
opened for you. This becomes a record of your full name, ad- 
dress, telephone, employer, income, type of account, credit 
cards, original purchase, credit references, account status, pay- 
ment profile, and the account number. In other words, the nice 
salesperson at the clothing store may know your most intimate 
financial history before he even hands your measurements to 
the alteration tailor. 

And so it will go with every creditor you take on who uses 
a consumer credit agency. 

This information is intended to be confidential, and for the 
most part it is. It’s available only to the creditor who subscribes 
to that agency's services, to someone for whom the subject has 
signed a release of credit information (a landlord or car dealer, 
for example), or perhaps to an agency insider who has the priv- 
ilege of peeking at those credit files. 

Let’s assume you don’t happen to know a peeker. Then 
where can you get a copy of a credit release signed by your 
subject? From him? No. From his landlord? Maybe your subject 
skipped the premises by moonlight and left a dog-stained living- 
room floor along with an Excedrin-size resentment. You may 
find a drugstore manager your subject stuck with $65 worth of 
snapshots, all taken in Cleveland. 

Find a creditor your subject has “burned” and a sympathetic 
assist in your search will not be far behind. 
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CREDIT CARDS 


Credit card companies have investigative and fraud divisions. 
If you know your subject owns credit cards, you may want to 
contact one of the companies.

MISSING PERSONS 


THE VANISHING ACT 


An estimated 1.8 million people are reported missing in the 
United States each year. Most of them disappear intentionally, 
adults and children alike. They simply run away. Possibly 
225,000, annually, never return home. Based on these estimated 
figures, there are millions of missing persons in the United States 
because they (1) clearly want to be wherever they are; (2) have 
no home, literally or figuratively; (3) are being held somehow 
against their will; or (4) are victims of homicide, suicide, accident, 
or unattended, maybe unrecorded, natural death. 

The adults who flee are traditionally men. But the search 
organization Tracers of America reports it is now looking for as 
many runaway women as men. Men for the most part are es- 
caping financial problems. The women—married, as a rule— 
seem to be running away from home in lieu of divorce, or from 
a situation a divorce wouldn’t help or they can’t afford. 

The disappearing adult who doesn’t change names is rel- 
atively easy to find. We’re trying to show you how to do that 
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by following the paper trails every adult must leave in this day 


and age. 


THE NAME CHAN GERS 


Let’s look at the name changers first. 

The adults who do change names and go completely un- 
dercover with a new identity are relatively few, particularly 
among, those with professions and trades who expect to earn a 
respectable living. Today's employer, government or private, 
seldom hires without researching the prospect's background. 
He requires references, licenses, training certificates, OT other 
evidence of education or qualification for the job. And it isn’t 
easy for the runaway to duplicate authentic information like this 
under an assumed name. 

He or she could visit cemeteries and find a name on 4 tomb- 
stone with a date of birth corresponding roughly with his or her 
own. The runaway could obtain a birth certificate, apply for a 
driver's license and Social Security number, open a bank ac- 
count—then try to find a job for which he or she can offer the 
employer only an oral résumé. If the runaway is a professional 
something-or-other and decides to go the identity-change route, 
the chances of winding up waiting on tables or pumping gas 
are pretty good. Probably nota very rewarding way to disappear. 

On the other hand, the name changer can go the whole 
route, at considerable cost, and hire the services of one of the 
firms that supply documents on demand. Here an entirely new 
individual can be created on paper. New name, birth certificate, 
Social Security number, college degree, trade skill certificates. 
The runaway names the document and they'll be happy to falsify 
it, Asaconsequence, there is considerable risk of exposure some- 
where down the line, not only causing the “new” person em- 
barrassment but also assuring an excellent chance of going to 
jail for using fraudulent official documents. Such false document 
companies advertise in tabloids such as the National Enquirer and 
its clones. 

My long experience, supported by statistics, says that choos- 
ing a small, remote town in which to disappear isn’t an ideal 
way to gO, either; the stranger is very likely to arouse friendly, 
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but maybe dangerous, interest. Nor is it wise to elect to live in 
a place he or she has always talked about to friends and relatives 
and co-workers. A serious searcher—like a collector armed with 
an accurate Profile—would have no trouble finding his or her 
way to the subject’s door. 

Statistics and experience also suggest that the best place in 
which to try to get lost is a medium-to-large-size city—Tulsa, 
Oklahoma; Youngstown, Ohio; New York City; or Los Angeles, 
perhaps. The most suspicious towns in the world are the resort 
hangouts, populated with other name changers, law-enforce- 
ment officers, and bondsmen’s bounty hunters. 

In any case, changing identities is not something that is 
achieved casually. So you can see that the odds of finding your 
subject operating under his or her own name—or something 
close to it—are in your favor. 


THE MISSING PERSONS REPORT 


Almost all law-enforcement agencies have a built-in response to 
the reporter of a missing person: ‘He'll be back—give him an- 
other couple of days.’’ Ninety-eight percent of the time, the 
police are right. 

That's the kind of reaction former pitching star Milt Pappas 
got from the police when he reported his wife missing in 1982. 
When investigators suggested that Carol Pappas left home vol- 
untarily, Pappas hotly denied that possibility: “You don’t know 
someone for twenty-six years without knowing what makes 
them tick.” Today he says the lack of immediate action by police 
caused early leads to be lost. He was asked to delay making his 
official report for an additional twenty-four hours and to delay 
a public announcement for five days. Carol Pappas is still among 
the missing in mid-1989, 

Indifferent missing persons work has proved embarrassing 
to some police departments. In Chicago, John Wayne Gacy killed 
thirty-three young men and boys, burying them under and 
around his suburban home. Only after the crimes were discov- 
ered was it learned that many of the youngsters had been re- 
ported missing months—even years-—before to the Chicago 
Police Department. One victim’s parents had repeatedly asked 
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that Gacy be investigated. He was not, in spite of his being a 
convicted child sodomist. 

Jan Charles was an attractive young woman who found 
herself rejected by a boyfriend in the small town of Brandon, 
Florida. She met a married man and became involved with him 
and with drugs. One night she was observed entering a car in 
a restaurant parking lot. She failed to return home. 

When the police declined to take a missing persons report— 
Jan was of age and mentally stable—her mother took up a search 
that was to last for four years. She began by asking police to 
investigate the married man Jan had been seeing, -and got no 
action, $0 Peggy Charles did her own sleuthing—in bars, cruis- 
ing the highways, walking the streets of surrounding towns. 
Periodically, she asked the police for help, but none was forth- 
coming. The married man eventually went to prison on drug 
charges, and the police at last began an investigation that con- 
firmed the man’s involvement in Jan’s death. Ina plea-bargain 
that would allow him to serve a manslaughter charge concur- 
rently with the drug sentence he was already serving, he led 
police to Jan’s buried body. 

These are just a few examples of official mishandling of 
missing persons reports. It will come as no surprise that there 
are thousands more such cases, and with good reason: lack of 
time. Almost any law-enforcement agency today works overtime 
on caseloads that demand immediate, urgent attention in order 
to maintain a day-to-day commitment to keeping the peace. 
There is little time left over to deal with emotional, lengthy, and 
often inaccurate reports of “disappearances,” most of which will 
resolve themselves within twenty-four hours. 

Only a small percentage of those reported missing really 
are missing. Most turn up again within days, many of them 
within hours, especially children—whose reported disappeat- 
ances, incidentally, get number-one priority from most police 
departments. But remember that .00434 percent of 250,000,000, 
the population of the United States, amounts to plenty of people 
who stay missing each year. 
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THE NCIC AND MISSING PERSONS 


Richard Ruffino is head of the New Jersey State Missing Persons 
Commission and is a widely respected authority on the van- 
ished. He contends that all missing persons should be recorded 
in the computers at the FBI’s National Crime Information Center 
(NCIC) in Washington, D.C., where they do have the time and 
the personnel to handle such traffic. Ruffino says: ‘‘Let’s give 
the benefit of the doubt to the relatives who want to report 
someone missing. It takes only minutes to enter a name, minutes 
to delete it if it turns up.” 

Entry of missing adults into the computer is currently lim- 
ited to the physically and mentally handicapped, the elderly, or 
those disappearing under suspicious circumstances. The system 
currently stores about forty thousand disappearance names, al- 
most all of them children. And today, thanks to the Missing 
Children Act of 1982, parents can go directly to the FBI with a 
request to enter the names of their vanished kids into the NCIC 
computer system if the police for some reason can’t or won't do 
it for them. 

The NCIC computers are plugged into every law-enforce- 
ment agency of any consequence in the country. NCIC has the 
only existing system for alerting those agencies, simultaneously, 
to crime activity in any of the fifty states. But until recently it 
has been used only sparingly for missing persons reports. 

NCIC has served primarily in the storage and retrieval of 
data on individuals, weapons, vehicles, and property involved 
in felonies. In its relatively short life, NCIC’s computer system 
has been responsible for the apprehension of suspects and the 
recovery of property in thousands of cases, nationwide. 

Now there is the promise that it will play a bigger and better 
role in the locating of missing persons. 


MISSING CHILDREN 


To date, the missing children picture remains confused. 
Hundreds of thousands of hours are spent on the problem each 
year by volunteers and professionals concerned with the phe- 
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nomenon of vanished children. But for several reasons none of 
the reporting agencies can claim any degree of accuracy in the 
estimates made of the number of kids who disappear. 

The numbers come from the FBI, the NCIC, the National 
Center for Missing and Exploited Children (NCMEC)—all of 
them operating under the direction of the Justice Department. 
Some gratuitous estimates come from outside law enforcement: 
members of Congress, assorted bureaucrats, television preach- 
ers, columnists, concerned parents of victims, disappearance 
watchers, and psychics—all of these sources contribute in one 
way or another. 

Kidnapping estimates range from 150,000 annually (the 
figure cited by a militant father of a murdered victim testi- 
fying before Congress) to the 69 reported officially in 1986 by 
the FBI. 

Much of the numbers conflict arises from the confusion over 
nomenclature for the disappearance of a child. No one knows 
exactly what to call it at first when a child turns up missing. 

It could be kidnapping (a stranger's taking the child by force 
or stealth from its lawful or natural custodial parents or guard- 
ians); it could be parental kidnapping; it could be an abduction 
(that is, child-stealing by members of one parent’s family); or it 
could be a simple disappearance, a case of the child’s running 
or wandering away, never to be seen again. 

Neither the family reporting a missing child nor the law- 
enforcement officer to whom the report is given can be expected 
to know for a matter of many hours, or even days, the exact 
circumstances surrounding a child’s disappearance. 

Therefore, the “kidnapping” numbers problem begins at 
the beginning, with the difficulty in identifying the event. 


KIDNAPPING AND PARENTAL KIDNAPPING DEFINED 


Kidnapping is traditionally defined as an overt child-stealing act 
followed by a demand for ransom, a definition used by the FBI 
because it makes a clear-cut case; knowing this lessens the ap- 
parent absurdity in contrasts between the Bureau's reported kid- 
napping figure of 69 for 1986 and official estimates of tens of 
thousands of disappearances of children. 
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The fact is that often children are kidnapped for more sin- 
ister reasons than money. 

Parental kidnapping is rarely—maybe never—money ori- 
ented, neither is love for the child necessarily a part of the pa- 
rental child stealer’s motivation; jealousy, resentment, and 
revenge against the custodial parent are the common reasons 
here. It can mean defeat for law enforcement when the stealing 
parent's intentions carry him or her and the child far out of local 
jurisdiction. 

In any event, there will be no way possible to accurately 
estimate the numbers of children who vanish permanently to 
unknown fates until a means is discovered to categorize and 
monitor the individual cases from the beginning. 

The FBI has stated recently that most of the estimated 30,000 
children reported missing every year are runaways who turn up 
the next day. Child-stealing by noncustodial parents, says the 
FBI, accounts for most of the other children reported among the 
long-time missing. The Bureau acknowledges that many dis- 
appearances—for whatever reason—go unreported. 


CONFLICTING KIDNAPPING ESTIMATES 


Ellen Goodman, a syndicated newspaper columnist, states that 
Child Find, a private New York City agency, estimates that there 
are 600 kidnappings in the city each year. She goes on to say 
that some sources claim that “there are 1.5 million children miss- 
ing in this country, and that two thirds, three quarters, or 90 
percent (according to three different authorities) are runaways.” 

Further data offered by the National Center for Missing and 
Exploited Children indicate that the missing children figures 
are not being exaggerated. In Chicago alone, 13,291 persons 
under age seventeen were listed as missing in 1980. Only 8,000 
of these were classified as runaways. In March 1985, Florida’s 
Department of Law Enforcement reported 3,054 cases of children 
missing in that state as of that date. The startling national figure 
of 1 to 1.5 million missing children may not be all that mis- 
leading. 

Regardless of the conflicting numbers, it appears possible 
that every year more children, for whatever reason, disappear 
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the United States than we lose to car accidents, heart prob- 
ns, and cancer. 


TIPS FOR CUSTODIAL PARENTS 


re following are suggestions from a handbook published by 
e National Center for Missing and Exploited Children. 


If your child becomes a victim of parental kidnapping, go to 
your local police department and file a missing persons report 
under the Missing Children Act (passed in 1982 to assure that 
complete descriptions of missing children are entered into the 
National Crime Information Center’s computer system, even 
if the abductor has not been charged with a crime). You don’t 
need a custody decree to file this report. 

Contact parental kidnapping support groups to help you 
through the process of finding your child. (The location of the 
support group nearest you can be had by calling NCMEC toll- 
free at 800-843-5678.) 

Obtain legal custody of your child if you have not already 
done so. You can petition the court for custody even after your 
child has been abducted. Consider hiring a lawyer to help. 
Consider asking the police or prosecutor to file criminal 
charges against the abductor if you intend to press those 
charges after your child has been returned. It is almost always 
necessary to have a custody order to press criminal charges. 
If the prosecutor charges the abductor with a felony, make 
sure the state felony warrant is entered promptly into the 
National Crime Information Center computers. If the abductor 
has fled the state to avoid felony prosecution, ask the prose- 
cutor to apply to the local district attorney for an Unlawful 
Flight to Avoid Prosecution (UFAP) warrant. If such a federal 
warrant is issued, the FBI can then assist in the search for the 
abductor. 

Search for the child on your own as well as working with law 
enforcement. When you locate your child, immediately send 
a certified copy of your custody decree to the family court in 
the place your child is located. Then ask for law enforcement 
to help recover the child. 
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# If the police won't help without a local court order, petition 
the local family court to enforce your custody decree. Ask your 
lawyer for help in this matter. Go back to your family court 
after your child is recovered to ask a limit to the abductor’s 
visitation rights. Also ask the judge to add provisions to your 
custody decree to prevent a repeat abduction. 

a Seek psychological help for your child if he or she is having 
a difficult time adjusting after the abduction. 


THE NATIONAL CENTER FOR MISSING AND EXPLOITED

national clearinghouse that collects, compiles, exchanges, and 
disseminates information on missing children. 

The Center is a private, non-profit organization that is 
funded in large part by a grant from the Office of Juvenile Justice 
and Delinquency Prevention, Department of Justice. (The Center 
is not directed by the Department of Justice, however.) Its “hot- 
line” now operates on a twenty-four (24) hour basis pursuant to 
the 1988 amendments to the Missing Children Assistance Act.

IF YOUR CHILD IS MISSING 


Unless they're old enough to be taught how, kids can’t identify 
themselves when they’re lost. 

Let’s pray it never happens, but if your child one day turns 
up missing, notify the police or sheriff immediately. Explain that 
you will meet them where the child was last reported seen, then 
go there. Take along the latest photo of your child. Talk to 
everybody at or near the scene, and write down license numbers 
of cars parked nearby. Take down the names, addresses, and 
phone numbers of anyone who offers information. Knock on 
doors of homes and talk to merchants in the area. Stay calm and 
businesslike, so you can judge the value of what you're told. 
Try your best to find and talk to the last known person to see 
your child. 

Provide officers with a recent photograph and a detailed 
description of your child and the clothes he or she was wearing 
when last seen. And finally, tell the officers—no matter how 
seemingly trivial it seems—what you have learned by talking to 
witnesses and your child’s friends. 


SAFETY TIPS 


SAFETY TIPS FOR CHILDREN 


All children can be taught how to avoid trouble, how to spot 
trouble, and what to do if trouble happens to them. Not enough 
kids know these things. 

Safety and crime prevention should be a family effort. It’s 
your job to teach kids how to be safe. 

Teachers, law-enforcement officers, and others who have 
some responsibility for the well-being of young children should 
also share the parents’ concerns, 

(Many of the suggestions that follow were taken from the 
book Take a Bite Out of Crime—How to Protect Your Children, pub- 
lished by the U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, 
D.C. 20402.) 


TEACHING CHILDREN SAFETY RULES 


Talking to children about certain dangers to their personal safety 
makes many adults uneasy. It’s difficult and painful to acknowl- 
edge that there are people around who want to harm children. 
And some safety rules you'll teach your children may seem to 
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ontradict other values, like being polite and obeying adults. 

Children have a right to know about potential threats to 
heir safety and to be told what to do if they find themselves in 
rouble, Some basic knowledge will increase their confidence 
ind self-reliance. And you'll feel better knowing that they know 
jow to cope when you're not around. And more and more kids 
-oday spend time at home and at play alone while their parents 
are at work. 

Rule Number 1 for any adult caring for very young children: never 
leave them alone at home, in a car, or in any public area. Not even for 
a minute! 

It is very important, when teaching children personal safety 
and caution, that they don’t become overly frightened. So never 
present too much information at once; young children can’t ab- 
sorb a lot at one time. Children should know, of course, that 
the reason for learning and following safety rules 1s because 
they're loved. Rules should not be seen as arbitrary, and adults 
should take care to be consistent with the rules they teach and 


practice what they preach. 


TEACHING CHILDREN HOW TO SPOT TROUBLE: BE ALERT FOR 
STRANGERS 


Friendly strangers can be dangerous strangers. Strangers who 
offer treats to children may be offering threats instead. 

Teach young children what a stranger 1s: anyone they do not 
know well. 

Even if children know how to avoid trouble, sometimes 
trouble-——in the form of dangerous strangers—may find them. 
Children will encounter strangers when you're not around. Most 
strangers are well meaning and not to be feared. But because 
children are trusting and vulnerable, they can fall for offers by 
adults who seem kind but are not. So make sure your children 
learn and follow these basic rules when you're not around. 


a Never accept rides, candy, gifts, money, or medicine from a 


stranger. 
a Never get close to a car if a stranger calls out to you for di- 


rections or anything else. It is easy for a stranger to pull you 


into a car. 
2 Never give your name or address to a stranger. 
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# Never open the door to anyone you don’t know. 

® Never tell callers that you’re home alone. Say your mom or 
dad can’t come to the phone and will call back. 

® Never volunteer family vacation plans or other information 
about your home. 

# Always avoid strangers who are hanging around rest rooms 
or the playground and want to play with you or your friends. 

= Never go into a house without your parents’ permission. 


Lots of kids wear clothing or carry belongings that bear their names. 
Parents, remind your kids that people who call to them by name may 
still be strangers, and “’stranger rules’’ apply. 

What about the persistent stranger? Here’s what the experts 
say you should teach your kids: 


a Ifa stranger in a car bothers you, turn and run in the opposite 
direction. It’s not easy for a car to change direction suddenly, 

# When frightened, run to the nearest person you can find—a 
police officer, a person working in a yard—or to a neighbor- 
hood house or store. While you should always stay away from 
strangers who approach you, it’s OK for you to ask an adult 
you do not know for help. 

= If a stranger tries to follow you on foot or tries to grab you, 
run away, scream, and make lots of noise. The last thing a 
dangerous stranger wants is a lot of attention. 


Kids spend a good part of their lives at school—in the class- 
room and on the playground. Strangers who want to hurt chil- 
dren know this, too. Find out what the school’s policy is for 
allowing children to leave school with adults other than a parent 
or guardian. Also find out what school security measures exist 
to ensure students’ safety. Get together with other parents if 
you find these measures lacking or weak, and work together 
with school officials and local law enforcement to beef up school 
security. You won't be sorry! 


“PLAY IT SAFE’ —TEACHING CHILDREN HOW TO AVOID TROUBLE 


It is normal and natural that children will spend time playing 
or traveling out of sight of trusted and caring adults. The best 
way to keep trouble away from kids is to teach them to avoid 
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areas and situations where trouble might lurk. Here are some 
basic “play it safe” rules for children: 


w Talk with your parents. 

Never play in deserted areas such as the woods, a parking 

lot, an alley, deserted buildings, or new construction. 

n Always stick to the same safe route in traveling to and from 

school or a friend’s house. 

Always try to play or walk with friends. It’s safer—and more 

fun! 

a Never play or loiter in such public areas as washrooms or 
elevators. 

= Try to wait with a friend for public transportation. Try to sit 
or stand near the driver on the bus. 

w Always keep doors and windows locked when home alone. 

« Never display money in public. Carry money only if necessary 
and keep it in a pocket until needed. 

2 Never hitchhike. Never! 

« Never walk or play alone outside at night. 

« Always tell a family member or other adult in charge where 
you'll be at all times and what time you'll be home. 

s Always stay near and keep your parents in sight in a public 
place. If you are separated from your parents in a store, ask 
a clerk for help. 

u Never get into a car or £0 anywhere with anyone without your 
parents’ permission. 

a If anyone makes you feel uncomfortable or afraid, tell your 
parents. 


Halloween poses special problems and danger for children. Some 
treats are tricks. Teach children to throw away any candy or food they 
may collect that was not wrapped and sealed by the candy company. 
Notify police if there are any suspicious treats. And remember, it’s 
always best to accompany young children on any door-to-door activity. 


CHILD MOLESTATION AND ABUSE 


Let’s face it. Almost all the rules and tips in this book about 

increasing children’s personal safety have to do with your two 

big fears for children: sexual molestation and physical harm. 
The average age of the sexually abused child is ten years. 
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Teaching “stranger rules” is smart, but not enough. In the 
majority of cases, the child’s sexual molester is known to the 
child and the child’s family. That’s why only a minority of abuse 
cases is reported to the police. The abuser is often a parent, 
relative, baby-sitter, or close family friend. Children may give 
in to adults’ sexual advances because they fear losing their love 
or fear their punishment. Therefore, they are especially vulner- 
able to sexual abuse by someone they know, such as a person 
who cares for them regularly. Children are trusting and de- 
fenseless. Make sure you check carefully the references of baby- 
sitters, day-care centers, and recreation leaders. 

A child may not recognize sexual abuse when it happens, 
or even know it’s wrong, especially if the abuser is someone the 
child knows. Children must learn what appropriate ‘touching’ is, 
Discuss it with your child. Many children instinctively know what 
“proper distance” should be kept between them and other per- 
sons. Sometimes a child may be uncertain about the intentions 
of another person. In this situation, children should know that 
it's OK to respond in a way that makes them feel safe and more 
comfortable. Children usually know that genuine and gentle 
affection is different from someone who tries to touch their gen- 
itals or fondle them in any way that makes them feel unsafe. 
They should pull away immediately if someone suggests such 
actions, even if they’re offered a present as a bribe. 


How to Respond 


Children often make up stories, but they rarely lie about being 
victims of sexual assault. If a child tells you about being touched 
or assaulted, take it seriously. Your response is very important 
and will influence how the child will react and recover from the 
abuse. 

Stay calm. In a reassuring tone, find out as much as you 
can about the incident. Explain to your child that you are con- 
cerned about what happened. Don’t be angry. Many children 
feel guilty, as if they had provoked the assault. Children need 
to be reassured that they are not to blame and that they are right 
to tell you what happened. 

A child may need to be taken immediately to a doctor or 
an emergency room. Sometimes the child may need to be treated 
for a venereal disease and checked for pregnancy, 
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Law enforcement, special hot lines, or a child welfare agency 
1ould be contacted right away. 

Sometimes a child may be too frightened or confused to talk 
irectly about the abuse. Be alert for any change in behavior that 
light hint that the child has suffered a disturbing experience. 


Is the child suddenly more withdrawn than usual, refusing to 
go to school or afraid to be alone? 
Is the child having trouble sleeping, waking up with night- 
mares, or wetting the bed? 
_ Is the child complaining of irritation of the genital areas? 
Is there blood or physical injury in these areas? 
Are there signs of increased anxiety or immature behavior? 
Does the child show a marked change in behavior toward a 
relative, neighbor, or baby-sitter? 


Listen when your children tell you they do not want to be 
with someone; there may be a reason. Listen carefully to your 
children’s fears. 


OTHER CHILD ABUSE 


Other than sexual abuse, child abuse may include physical vio- 
lence, emotional cruelty and deprivation, and physical neglect. 
Child abusers are persons usually known to the child. This 
means most cases aren’t reported to authorities, and children 
continue to suffer because abusers are repeat offenders. 

Child abuse is dangerous and against the law. Many abused 
children will grow up and victimize their families, and others, 
later in life. It is your duty as a citizen to report suspected cases 
of child abuse by contacting a special hot line, the police, or 
child welfare agency immediately. The children need help and 
treatment as soon as possible. 


TEACHING CHILDREN HOW TO RESPOND 


How children respond to trouble will depend upon their age 
and the particular circumstances they encounter. 

While it is important for a child to know how to avoid and 
spot danger, it is also critical that a child knows how to respond 
quickly and wisely when confronted with trouble. Children 
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should understand that there are many people they can depend 
on and should turn to when they feel unsafe. 

Teach children that the police are friends whose job is to 
protect them. If a police officer can’t be located easily, a child 
should also know to run to or seek out a trusted teacher, a 
neighbor, or a friend’s parent when frightened or feeling en- 
dangered. Children should know that they should report trouble right 
away. 

Teach children how to operate the telephone to call for emer- 
gency assistance. 


a They should know how to dial 0, 911, or other emergency 
numbers used in your area. 

s They should memorize their area code, phone number, and 
address—and maybe a friend’s number and address as well. 

a They should memorize your work number. 


Keep a list of emergency phone numbers—such as the fire 
department’s and a close relative’s or friend’s—posted near all 
the phones in your house. 

Walk the neighborhood and the route your child travels to 
and from school with your child. Point out places to go when 
in trouble—homes or certain stores—and unsafe areas to 
avoid. 

Children can be prepared to respond to trouble through 
role-playing. Make up situations and rehearse responses to in- 
crease the child’s ability to act rationally and calmly. 

No one likes to think about all the possible threats to a child’s 
personal safety and well-being. But a safe child is one who 
knows what to do when trouble happens. 

A child's best response to trouble: using common sense. Like know- 
ing when to stick up for his or her rights, and when not to. Small 
children should not fight back when outnumbered by bigger youths who 
want to take their bike, radio, or other possessions. In this situation, a 
child should give in and then run to an adult, or older brother or sister, 
and report the incident right away. 


SAFE COMMUNITIES: SAFE CHILDREN 


To increase the safety of your children, increase the safety of 
your neighborhood. Keeping your neighborhood safe is the re- 
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sponsibility of concerned adults working together to prevent 
crime. 

Start with your local law-enforcement agencies. They cam 
tell you what special crime problems your community may have 
and what you can do about them. They can also tell you about 
other crime prevention or child safety programs already oper- 
ating that you can join. 


Safe Homes 


The Helping Hand, Block Parent, or McGruff Safe Home pro- 
gram is a good idea. If you don’t have one already, start one. 
Here’s what it’s about. 

Neighborhood parents, grandparents, or other adults are 
recruited to volunteer their homes to serve as temporary shelters 
for frightened or lost children. Volunteers can be trained to aid 
and comfort children. Special signs posted in the windows of 
their homes tell children this is a place to go when they are 
confronted with a serious problem. Local law enforcement can 
help in setting up a sound and effective program. 


After-School Programs 


Millions of children are home alone after school while their par- 
ents work. Think about starting an after-school program—at 
school, in church, or in one of your community centers. 


CRIME PREVENTION CURRICULUM 


More and more schools are adding personal safety instruction 
and crime prevention to their school agenda. Teaching children 
how to play it safe and what to do if they’re threatened can and 
should be taught in all grades. The more often they hear that 
they can keep from being hurt, the less fearful they'll be. Chil- 
dren benefit from such instruction in the school and can learn 
a lot from exchanging ideas and experiences with their class- 
mates. Kids can also learn ways to protect their property, skills 
to help them cope at home alone, and rules of good citizenship. 
Many of these classes are taught by the local police or sheriffs 
who bring along special puppets, coloring books, posters, and 
other teaching aids to reinforce their invaluable lessons. This 
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way kids get to know personally the authorities who are there 
to protect them. Schools can help teachers get training in crime 
prevention techniques for children. Older kids are good teach- 
ers, too. Discuss these ideas with the PTA, school board, and 
local law-enforcement authorities. Crime prevention can also be 
a part of your child’s organized extracurricular activities. Crime 
prevention clubs are a good way for kids to be a part of their 
community’s crime prevention program. 


BLOCK PATROL 


Organized patrols are another way of increasing child safety in 
the neighborhood. Parents, grandparents, and other concerned 
adults volunteer to be observers and reporters as they patrol the 
neighborhood during the hours children travel to and from 
school. Patrollers keep an eye out for trouble, record descriptions 
of strangers and their cars, observe potential traffic and other 
hazards, and report all suspicious activity to the police or sheriff 
and their neighbors. Being a block patroller doesn’t require spe- 
cial skills or a lot of time—especially if you recruit a lot of vol- 
unteers to alternate duty. Patrollers prevent many tragedies from 
occurring. They increase the security of their neighborhoods and 
their children, and display their investment in both. Law-en- 


where there are no clues about the child’s disappearance. Ob- 
servant block patrollers could provide many such vital clues. 
Contact your local law-enforcement agencies to see if they have 
this program in your area. 


PARENT ALERTS 


Sometimes a child who hasn't arrived at school isn’t home sick 
or playing hooky. If something happens to a child on the way 
to school, parents often don’t know until later in the day. Pre- 
cious hours are lost to law-enforcement investigators when 
crimes are reported to them several hours after they occur. Many 
schools have organized volunteer parents and senior citizens 
who call the parents of absent students to check that the children 
are somewhere safe. 

Lots of concerned parents are getting their children finger- 
printed. Remember, fingerprints must always be retained by the 
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parents or guardians, never by third parties. Fingerprinting will 
not prevent the tragedy of child abduction or disappearance, 
but it may help law-enforcement authorities identify children 
unable to identify themselves. Officials in North Carolina are 
putting microdots into the molars of some children. Tufts Uni- 
versity has developed a technique for tooth prints. Some parents 
have their kids wear identification tags. 

A safe home and a safe neighborhood increase children's—and 
everyone’s—safety. Kids imitate the actions of the adults around them. 
So get going on crime prevention—make your home secure, mark your 
valuables with an ID number, get the schools involved in crime pre- 
vention, and work together with others in programs like Neighborhood 
Watch. And always report crime or suspicious activity to law enforce- 
ment right away. 


FOR MORE INFORMATION 


Your local law-enforcement agency is a good place to start for 
more information. Law-enforcement agencies can tell you what 
programs are already in place in your area and help you get 
started in crime prevention. They can tell you which local civic 
organizations, scouting groups, human service agencies, and 
schools are involved in crime prevention and child protection. 

Find out if your state has a crime prevention organization. 
If so, write and ask for information and assistance on crime 
prevention activities. 

The organizations listed in Appendix 2, “Missing and 
Abused Children Organizations,” can provide you with specific 
information on child protection, child abuse, and missing chil- 
dren. 


CHILDREN OVERSEAS 


The U.S. Department of State can conduct a “welfare and where- 
abouts” search to locate a child and determine the physical con- 
dition of the child if he or she has been taken from the country. 
Such requests should be made to: Office of Citizen Consular 
Services, Room 4811, Department of State, Washington, DG. 
20520; or by telephone at 202-632-3444. 
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SAFETY TIPS FOR ADULTS 


IN YOUR HOME 
Be Alert 


Do: Change your locks. Use a chain-type safety lock or dead 
bolt. 
Always use a peephole before opening the door. 
Women: use your last name and initials in the telephone 
book, on the mailbox, and at the door. 
Make sure you keep a list of the serial numbers of your 
valuable possessions. 
Identify repairmen (phone calls to their company). 

Don’t: Open the door to strangers without the safety chain on. 
Leave your valuables out and exposed. 
Volunteer information about yourself or your name over the 
telephone. 


OVERNIGHT TRIPS AND HOLIDAYS 


Do: Lock your doors and windows, but let someone know how 
you can be contacted. 
Stop your deliveries and have friends collect your mail. 
Burglars will often leave samples and advertisements on 
your door to see if you are there; get your friends to look 
out for them. 
Purchase a timer for your lights and radio. 
Leave your shades and blinds in a normal position. 
If you should lose your keys, change the locks immediately. 
Don’t: Put your name and address on keys. 
Leave your keys in obvious locations such as in the mailbox 
or under the doormat. 
Leave notes—remember, thieves can read, too. 


IN YOUR CAR 
Good Sense 


Do: When driving at night use well-traveled streets, keep your 
doors locked and windows closed. 


100 A HOW TO LOCATE ANYONE ANYWHERE 


Always know your driver's license number and VIN (Ve- 
hicle [dentification Number). 

Don’t: Leave your valuables exposed in the car. Use your trunk. 
Leave credit cards, driver’s license, or any important papers 


in the glove compartment. 
Breakdowns 


Do: At night tie a handkerchief on the antenna and sit inside 
with your doors locked and windows closed and await help. 
If you have a convertible, raise your hood. 

Don’t: At any time accept a lift from a stranger. 


Parking 


Do: At night always park in well-lit areas. 
Always lock your car and take your keys with you. 
In parking facilities, leave only your ignition key with the 
attendant. Take your trunk and house keys with you. 
Don’t: Park leaving your keys hidden in your car. 


If you are being followed do not go home. Drive directly to a 

clice station—or, if that is not possible, an open business— 
and report the incident along with the auto license number to 
the police. 


OUTDOORS 
Personal Care 


Do: Use well-traveled, well-lit streets. 
Be alert—-watch for shadows. 
If necessary use any available object as a weapon, such as 
an umbrella, shoes, or even keys. 
If in a crowded area—scream. 
If you are being followed, cross the street. If the person 
follows, run to the nearest residence and telephone the po- 
lice. 
Be alert—pickpockets work in pairs; one jostles the victim 
while the other extracts the wallet. 
Carry small amounts of cash. 
Women: Always make sure you are carrying your handbag 
with the clasp facing toward you. 
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Don’t: Walk alone after dark. 
Shortcut through dark areas. 
Stand near doorways, shrubbery, or clumps of trees. 
Accept rides from strangers. 
Open your wallet so a stranger can see your identification 
or how much money you have. 
Women: Leave your handbag in an unattended location or 
carry it open. 


If you are a victim of crime, always press charges. Criminals 
need to be punished. Keep the telephone numbers of the police 
and fire departments and your apartment's security officer in a 
convenient location so you always have them on hand.

THE ADOPTEE/ 
BIRTH PARENT SEARCH 


Without question, looking for one’s natural parents or a birth 
child is the most poignant of all searches. Procedures required 
here are more complex than those used in searches for other 
subjects. 

Some of the problems connected with the adoptee/birth 
parent search are caused by official attitudes left over from the 
last century. You will still find records clerks who stiffen with 
resistance at the very mention of the word adoption. Antique 
laws exist to this minute that deny an adult adoptee the privi- 
lege of searching his or her birth records; documents that are 
available on request to any American who can claim blood-line 
parents. 

It isn’t possible here to analyze the particulars of each state’s 
adoption legislation. They vary widely; but Appendix 9 will help 
you in getting to know to whom you can write for official in- 
formation, and realistically expect to get an informed response. 

Florence Fisher, founder in 1971 and still president of the 
Adoptees’ Liberty Movement Association (ALMA)—now with 
more than forty U.S. chapters—has stated in her speeches with 
some bitterness: 
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In the United States the adopted adult at any age is denied 
the right fo see the records of his birth and adoption. The 
adoptee must show “‘good cause’ why he or she should be 
shown those records. Thus far, the courts have never deemed 
a man's or woman's desire to learn about the truth of their 
origin good enough cause! This sealing of adoption records, 
often at birth, is an affront to human dignity, and perpetuates 
rather than eliminates the stigma of illegitimacy. We (adop- 
tees) are granted conditional equality, i.e., the name of our 
adoptive parents and the right to inherit from them, while 
our natural heritage is buried, obliterating our rights as 
human beings for all time. These sealed records not only deny 
us our civil rights as citizens of the United States, but our 
human right to know our roots. Where else is such secrecy 
condoned? Apart from slavery there is no other instance in 
our law in which a contract made among adults can bind the 
child once he reaches his majority. 


THE NEED TO KNOW 


The justice of a psychological ‘need to know” for adult adoptees 
and for birth parents of relinquished children is seeping into 
American courts. So is the urgency of adoptees’ need to learn 
their biological heritage and the genetic forces that can mean the 
difference between health and illness or even life and death. 

This new understanding seems to be filtering down to the 
heretofore superstrict recordkeepers who watch over “orphan 
courts.”” 

You can take advantage of this refreshing attitude. I don’t 
have a long history of success in this area to point at, but my 
research shows that you can get results from these court sources 
by mail and telephone. In the pages ahead, I provide you with 
the names, addresses, and in some cases, phone numbers of 
public and private agencies in fifty states equipped to help you 
acquire answers to “Who am I?” or “Who and where is my child 
now?” 

Prepare your communications carefully, follow my instruc- 
tions, persevere, And you will learn what you must know. 
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BEGINNING NOTES 


STEP 1 


Think. Your search for a birth parent or relinquished child could 
make changes in your life that might have a possibly shattering 
effect on others. If you are successful, are there those who will 
be hurt? Whose love and trust might you be about to abuse? Is 
there someone who will be embarrassed or infuriated? Of course, 
you have considered these consequences many times. You 
wouldn’t be a reader of this book if you hadn't arrived at some 
kind of resolution to accept whatever happens. I just want you 
to take one more serious look before you begin. 


STEP 2 


Read this book from cover to cover, take lots of notes, and mark 
pages of special interest to you as you go. Collect the same 
information on your subject(s), from every source you can find, 
as I recommend in Chapter 1. Make a Profile of the principal 
subject(s), including those small, apparently unimportant scraps 
of statistics upon which good investigations are built. Dates! 
Places! Names! Reread the beginning of Chapter 4! Finally, fa- 
miliarize yourself with the kind of information available at all 
courthouses. 


STEP 3 


Unless your search must be kept secret, get help! You need all 
the backup you can muster from friends, relatives, anyone you 
can interest in what you are doing. Choose a genuine cheerleader 
as your principal supporter. When slow or difficult going has 
you saying “What's the usel’” you need someone who will say 
“Nonsense! We have just begun to fight!” Remember, you are 
scrapping for your own or your child’s identity. 


STEP 4 


I’ve asked you to create on paper the best image you can as- 
semble of your subject(s)—a Profile. 
Now I’m asking you to become a “scenario” writer. This 
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shouldn't be too hard. If you are adopted or have relinquished 
a child for adoption, you’ve had lots of practice filling in the 
blanks with your imagination. 

In your scenario, use a “once-upon-a-time” style. Begin 
with “I was born” or “I gave birth,” and go from there. Include 
every memory, every scrap of growing-up hearsay, probability, 
and conjecture that comes to mind. But if you can, make the 
heart of your story factual. Try to use real-name characters, and 
places and circumstances you are sure of, to help your own 
credibility: “I remember living in Akron. Then I was in a car, 
with my adoptive parents in the front seat, following a moving 
van to Detroit. I had my sixth birthday on the trip and a waitress 
in a diner brought me a cupcake with one candle on it. Later 
my little adoptive sister Amy threw up on our lunch basket and 
got a spanking. The back doors of the truck we followed had a 
big world painted on them.” Believe it or not, practicing recall 
of details like these leads to other, more important scraps of 
memory that together could add up to a critical page in your 
book of life. 

Maybe you can still see yourself in the recovery room after 
the baby boy you called your little David was born; maybe you 
can still feel the anguish you felt signing the adoption papers 
for the kindly judge with a white mustache; and maybe you 
remember wondering what life would be like for your little boy 
with the strangers you would never see. Put it all down—your 
emotions, places, names, impressions. This is all fabric onto 
which you can begin to sew the black-and-white facts you will 
find as your search goes on. 


STEP 5 


Follow steps 2, 3, and 4 from “‘Beginning Notes” in Chapter 1, 
and plan to use the forwarding postcard device when the situ- 
ation calls for it. For other correspondence when you are asking 
for information to be mailed to you, enclose a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. 


STEP 6 


Don’t become discouraged! Expect frustration and delays. Re- 
member that your communication could be one of dozens that 
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cross the desk of an executive bureaucrat on any given day, and 
that it may be “handed off” to a subordinate for action. This 
consumes time, SO delays are to be expected. But the wait will 
be worth it! 


STEP 7 


Rally your support-—and get to work! 


SUPPORT—MORAL AND PRACTICAL 


In the human experience, the adoptee/birth parent search is one 
of the activities most deserving of moral support. The searcher 
need only look around to find everything he or she needs. But 
even the brightest and most loyal pal can’t be expected to provide 
experienced guidance. 

Curiously, this help could come from strangers, people you 
may never meet in person but who can help you because they 
have “been there.” I'm talking about those who already have 
faced the clerks, the courts, the cop-outs by officials who won't 
go out of their way to help. 

Dozens of organized and semiorganized volunteer support 
groups have been developed to guide those looking for birth 
parents or relinquished children. All of them are helpful. Some 
have reached the status of professionals in matters of adoption 
law, procedures, and uncovering information sources. And be- 
cause all these factors vary 5° widely from state to state, these 
people could possibly save you weeks—even months—of re- 
search. Nearly all of these groups ask a modest membership or 
service fee. Seek out the support groups in your community of 
region. Or contact one of the following organizations. Let them 
know your circumstances, your plans, your problems, and stay 
in touch with them. They will help you avoid confusion, and 
they will give you an orderly, step-by-step procedure to follow 
right from the beginning. 

I suggest you select and join one of these groups before 
proceeding with your search. The cost is not exorbitant, and the 
help you get will be invaluable. 

The following are some of the most important support 
groups available to you. There are many more, and you can 
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learn about those in your region by contacting a local adoption 
center. 


ADOPTEES-IN-SEARCH (AIS) 


This is a full-fledged organization in the nation’s capital that 
offers workshops, regular meetings, and dissemination of search 
information. Its brochure states that AIS was formed to aid adop- 
tees, adoptive parents, birth parents, and siblings in support of 
searches and in providing information concerning adoption pro- 
cedures. Membership is nationwide and is open to those eight- 
een years old or older. Younger members are allowed with their 
adoptive parents’ written consent. If you live outside the Wash- 
ington, D.C., area, you can apply for listing in the AIS birth 
registry.

Like its namesake in Washington, D.C., AIS Denver is operated 
by volunteers, almost all of them members. According to its 
literature, the group is prepared to provide technical search as- 
sistance and emotional support for searchers, and it works for 
public awareness and revision of laws that withhold information 
from adoptees and birth parents. 

Searchers eighteen years old and older can join, and it offers 
both a local registry and the availability of the International Soun- 
dex Reunion Registry.

ADOPTION FORUM OF PHILADELPHIA (AFP) 


AFP assists adoptees, birth parents, and adoptive parents with 
monthly meetings and workshops. Memberships include a 
newsletter and listing in the International Soundex Reunion Reg- 
istry. Each spring there is a special conference with workshops, 
classes, and discussions dealing with what is on the minds of 
all the members.

Michigan is the home of this smaller group that goes beyond 
guidance and procedure instruction. ASK offers to act as an 
intermediary in searches with which it becomes involved by 
actually contacting the individual for whom you are looking. 
Memberships are open to anyone over the age of eighteen. 
Search assistance is available from volunteers who expect to be 


reimbursed only for out-of-pocket expenses. You can receive™

ADOPTEES’ LIBERTY MOVEMENT ASSOCIATION (ALMA) 


ALMA is probably the strongest and most active of all adoptees 
groups. Becoming a member places you on the ALMA Inter- 
national Reunion Registry and newsletter mailing lists. 

Adoptees over eighteen are welcome, along with birth par- 
ents who have relinquished children for adoption, with the un- 
derstanding that those children cannot be searched for until they 
are eighteen. Also encouraged to become members are foster 
children over eighteen years of age and adults separated from 
siblings by divorce, abandonment, and other causes. Adoptive 
parents also are welcomed. 

The ALMA staff is volunteer, and all have completed their 
own searches. Although you do your own searching, ALMA is 
so structured that the staff can guide and assist you through 
proven search methods. Its literature offers ‘personal attention 
and understanding.” 

Following is a list of benefits included with ALMA mem- 
bership in forty chapters nationwide. 


ALMA Registry: A computerized, multilevel, cross-reference 
system at national headquarters. It has more than a half 
million entries. 
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Search Assistants: Members who have completed searches offer 
time and know-how along with moral support at all ALMA 
chapters. 

Search Workshops: In southern California, these are held every 
month. Locations and times are announced in the newslet- 
ter. 

RAP Groups: Smaller groups can discuss here emotional aspects 
of searches and get support in a casual setting. 

Searchers Guidebook: This is the official ALMA publication that 
takes members on a step-by-step trip through completion 
of a search.

ADOPTION SEARCH INSTITUTE (ASI) 


By and large, this is a teaching organization. Founded by Pat 
Sanders in 1980, it’s a relatively new organization that was orig- 
inally named Independent Search Consultants. Sanders quickly 
learned that search techniques could not be provided by her 
inexperienced volunteers. As time passed and enrollment grew, 
she developed classes in how to go about the search in an orga- 
nized and effective manner. These classes provide the searcher 
with concise methods for retrieving information through records 
searches, and where to look for those records. Search classes 
are conducted on a regular basis for minimal fees. 

Most important to the mail correspondent, ASI is ideal for 
referral during the many steps of any search. All of the volun- 
teers you might contact by mail are trained in offering counsel.

CONCERNED UNITED BIRTHPARENTS (CUB) 


CUB dates from 1976. It is not essentially a search group. Its 
main function is to provide “inside” information, gained 
through the experience of its volunteer members. 

CUB describes itself in a pamphlet titled “The Birthparent’s 
Perspective” as “an autonomous national nonprofit support and 
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advocacy group for parents who have surrendered children for 
adoption.” 

It also states that it is “the only nationally organized group 
available for those who research the dynamics of teen pregnan- 
cies and untimely pregnancies in adults.” 

Those welcomed as members: adoptive parents, birth par- 
ents, and those interested. There is a newsletter, and monthly 
meetings.

KAMMANDALE LIBRARY 


This library is literally a treasure trove for the searcher intent on 
attaining knowledge about anything pertaining to family. It so 
states in its literature: ‘Those interested in this library would be 
persons in need of information on family, inheritance, back- 
ground, genealogical foundation, relationships with various kin- 
ships, nationality, personality and emotional foundation, 
knowledge of self-identification, social contacts.” 

Jeanette C. Kamman founded the library, which offers more 
than 35,000 books, 200 of them dealing with adoptions, along 
with a clipping file celebrating adoptee reunion. All are available 
for reference.

KANSAS CITY ADULT ADOPTEE ORGANIZATION (KCAAO) 


So far, KCAAO can claim assistance in more than 300 reunions. 
Training and assistance are confined to those searching for an 
adult. The organization maintains a registry with more than 700 
members listed and works with the International Soundex Re- 
union Registry and with ALMA’s International Reunion Registry 
Data Bank. 

Monthly meetings are held, and when appropriate, a news- 
letter is published for the benefit of members. You can register 
at any age, but membership applications are not processed until 
you reach the age of majority. 

KCAAO was incorporated by the state of Missouri in 1979, 
and its statement of intent reads, in part, as follows: “Con- 
ducting training programs and seminars to teach (a) the research 
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techniques required to discover family history, genealogy, and 
adoptive facts; (b) the methods (to) record information found; 
(c) the techniques (of) handling sensitive information.”

No acronym this time; Link is the full and only name of this 
organization.

However, there are no membership dues to 
join this group, which has an extensive background of working 
with Minnesota adoption laws.

OPERATION IDENTITY 


Anyone twenty-one or older is welcomed by this group, which 
confines its efforts to the state of New Mexico. It also requires 
that the search subject be twenty-one or more before assistance 
is offered. Group activities include teaching of procedural tech- 
niques and general discussions at monthly meetings. Member- 
ship includes listing in the International Soundex Reunion 
Registry.

This is an organization that prefers to operate as individual work- 
ers rather than in a group, although there are Orphan Voyage 
groups here and there across the country. Jean Paton founded 
Voyage in 1953, which makes it the oldest of the support or- 
ganizations in this country. Birth parents and adoptive parents 
with children under eighteen are eligible.

More than 300 adoption groups contribute to the support of this 
library whose adoption literature has been gathered by its foun- 
der, Mary Jo Riller. This includes articles and books on adoption 
and relinquishment, recent law changes, and a reservoir of ge- 
nealogical research references. Also referred are record search- 
ers, psychologists, and consultants. There is no charge for taking 
advantage of this wealth of material. Questions will be answered 
by telephone or mail. You can become listed as a benefactor with 
a gift of $1,000.

TRUTH SEEKERS IN ADOPTION (TSIA) 


This Illinois group deals with adoptees, birth parents, and adop- 
tive parents. It is an all-volunteer organization that describes its 
service in part: ‘“You are the searcher. We provide the search 
guide, but you do as much as possible on your own. In the event 
that you do not feel you can take a certain step in your search, 
your guide should be consulted. The greater individual effort you 
extend, the greater reward in the event you reach your goal.” 

You should work out beforehand any reimbursement for 
out-of-pocket expenses for the assistance rendered by a TSIA 
member. 

TSIA has regularly scheduled meetings that offer discussion 
groups and publishes a newsletter providing search information 
and news of membership activities.

REUNION REGISTRIES 
Reunion registries are, for the most part, offered by adoptee and 


birth parent support groups. They allow the matching up of 
identifying vital statistics submitted by both the searcher and 
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the searched-for. When a match occurs between received infor- 
mation and information already on file, each of the parties is 
notified. Many people who have relinquished children, have 
been adopted, or who have misplaced siblings can thank the 
registries for their reunion. And you shouldn’t overlook the good 
possibilities here. 

The required information is supplied to the registry on an 
application form for which you must send. You may have to 
pay a modest fee, or the registration may be included in the 
support group’s membership fee. 

Most of the existing registries were established in the 1970s 
or early 1980s, so they are relatively new. But word of their 
effectiveness has grown along with their rosters of search names. 
Most registries are private, but a few operate at the state level 
as agencies. So far, only California, Maine, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Nevada, Oregon, South Carolina, and Texas have set up 
people-matching facilities. Other states have begun to follow 
their example. 

A regional listing of private registries follows. 


ADOPTEES’ LIBERTY MOVEMENT ASSOCIATION (ALMA) 


ALMA’s 160,000 registrations of searchers and searched-fors, 
and its 39 chapters, make it the largest registry in the United 
States. Adoptees’ Liberty Movement Association membership 
includes registration in the International Reunion Registry Data 
Bank. Make a note that although anyone can join, no search will 
be conducted for anyone under the age of eighteen. You can 
apply for membership at any ALMA chapter, or by writing the 
National Headquarters at P.O. Box 154, Washington Bridge Sta- 
tion, New York, New York 10033. 


CONCERNED UNITED BIRTHPARENTS (cuB) REUNION REGISTRY 


CUB has about 15,000 names in that category registered for hope- 
ful reunions. It is the largest of the birth parent support groups. 
There is a registration fee in addition to the annual membership 
fee. CUB is not literally a search group, but works closely with 
those groups that are. CUB also expresses interest in the pre- 
vention of teenage pregnancies and has published informative 
literature on the subject.

INTERNATIONAL SOUNDEX REUNION REGISTRY (1SRR) 


ISRR uses a computer-ready system that translates all the in- 
formation you submit on your application into one code line. 
The code line contains seven points of match, which permits 
match-checking of up to 1,000 registrations in five minutes or 
less. ISRR has more-than 12,000 registrations and can involve 
more than 175 support groups in search efforts. It also offers 
two special services: one for those with medical problems, and 
one for those individuals who resulted from, or were donors of, 
artificial insemination. The former are asked to mark their ap- 
plication with bold lettering, MEDICAL ALERT, and to accom- 
pany it with a letter describing their infirmity. The latter should 
mark their applications with AID (Artificial Insemination Donor) 
or AIP (Artificial Insemination Product). These applications re- 
ceive special processing at ISRR.

ORPHAN VOYAGE REUNION REGISTRY 


One of the oldest registries, Orphan Voyage Reunion Registry 
has about 3,500 on its rolls. Adoptees under the age of eighteen 
are permitted to register if they have the consent of the adoptive 
parents. You must join Orphan Voyage to qualify for registra- 
tion, and membership entitles you to not only registration but 
advisory help as well. Anyone of any age can join. You can get

The following is a listing of state-operated registries. 


MAINE REUNION REGISTRY 


This registry specifies that both adoptees and birth parents must 
want to be reunited. It doesn’t provide search assistance for other 
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missing relatives, and confines itself to notification of both par- 
ties if a match occurs. Only those over age eighteen can apply 
for registration.

MICHIGAN REUNION REGISTRY 


Created by Public Act 116, this registry became effective on Sep- 
tember 10, 1980. The date is significant because information- 
release procedures differ, depending on whether the relinquish- 
ment took place before or after that date. The registry is more 
concerned with its files of consents and denials for information 
release than in actual searches. Write: Department of Social Ser- 
vices, Adoption Central Registry, P.O. Box 3007, 300 S. Capitol 
Avenue, Lansing, Michigan 48909. 


MINNESOTA REUNION REGISTRY 


The Minnesota Reunion Registry takes a more open view of the 
adoptee/birth parent searcher’s needs. This agency cooperates 
with a number of volunteer organizations and refers searchers 
to them for help. ALMA, CUB, Kammandale Library, Liberal 
Education for Adoptive Families—all remain in contact with the 
state unit. These organizations in turn take the state’s efforts 
into account when holding regular joint meetings, issuing news- 
letters, and so on. If you are twenty-one years old or older, you 
can request information on your original birth certificate from 
the state registrar at the address below. The registrar’s office 
will undertake a search for your birth parents, if that is your 
wish. If they are located, they are notified of your request— 
confidentially. They then will file their consent or refusal of your 
desire to contact them. If they consent, you get their identifying 
information. If they do not, your birth certificate remains sealed 
and out of reach except by court order (for which you can file).

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NEVADA REUNION REGISTRY 


This registry requires a notarized letter of identification request- 
ing registration and giving permission for the release of sub- 
mitted information.

NEW JERSEY REUNION REGISTRY 


This is actually a registry of authorizations for release of adoption 
records. A notarized letter will get you listed; include the names 
of the people involved with your adoption on both sides. After 
the other parties have filed a similar letter, the information will 
be released. Write: Bureau of Resource Development, Box 510, 
Trenton, New Jersey 08625. 


TRACING BIRTH PHYSICIANS 


The success of your search could well turn on the availability of 
your birth records. And bureaucracy everywhere being what it 
is, these can be sealed to you and open to somebody else. Like 
your birth doctor. He can review hospital and medical records 
at will, and he is not legally bound to keep them confidential. 

Chances of finding these records naturally diminish with 
time and with the relative inefficiency of recordkeeping in by- 
gone years. But it is helpful to know that medical associations run 
a tight ship in keeping track of their members. So if the identity 
of your birth doctor becomes critical, and he is still alive, these 
organizations can help find him, and he in turn can request and 
get the information you need. (See Appendix 3 for the addresses 
of state medical associations in the late 1980s.) 


PETITIONING THE COURT 


It is important to bear in mind that if you are refused critical 
information regarding your adoption or child relinquishment, 
you have the right to petition the court to have those records 
made available to you. 
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If you can afford an attorney, it’s best to engage one to file 
the petition for you. In many areas, paralegal help—the law’s 
equivalent to a paramedic—is obtainable at low cost. Or your 
county bar association may offer volunteer lawyers’ time free of 
charge. Your yellow pages will list this last service if it exists. 
And you can call the bar association itself to check on paralegal 
counsel. Remember, by law paralegals cannot offer concrete 
legal advice; they can only suggest how you may go about pe- 
titioning the court and they can prepare the petition for you. 

In any event, you should approach your petition prepared 
to show ’’good cause,” the nature of which will probably prove 
to be the strength or weakness of your case. Matters regarding 
inheritance rights make a ‘’good cause.’”” An even better one 
entails showing that your biological ‘‘need to know” is imperative 
to your physical well-being. 

You will find the name of the appropriate court in your 
adoption state in Appendix 9 under ‘Court of Jurisdiction.” A 
good first move here is to write the clerk of that particular court. 
Ask for proceeding instructions so that you can give your law 
counsel a starting point. It will save you both time in preparing 
your petition.

THE FAMILY HISTORY LIBRARY 
(formerly the Genealogical Library) 


The Family History Library of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints was founded in 1884. Its intent was and is to 
gather records for helping people trace their family lines. It is 
not designed for tracing the living and missing. 

In 1938 the library began to record family history data on 
newly available microfilm. Today more than 155 microfilm cam- 
eras continue to record birth, marriage, death, military, land, 
probate, and other data in forty-five countries. The library has 
now accumulated the world’s largest, most complete collection 
of genealogical information. 

A library branch system was established in 1964. Now there 
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are more than 11,000 of these vital statistics sources located 
throughout the United States, Canada, and thirty-eight foreign 
countries. Originally named the Genealogical Library, the main 
library in Salt Lake City has been known since August 1987 as 
the Family History Library. Branches throughout the world are 
now called Family History Centers. 

The Family History Library in Salt Lake City and the centers 
everywhere are almost all open to the public. You may use these 
resources without charge, except for duplication and postage 
fees. The attending staffs are composed mainly of cooperative 
volunteers. And they can help you draw upon an incredible 
reservoir of information: 1.5 million rolls of microfilmed records 
are available at the Family History Library. Copies of these are 
lent upon request (mailing cost only) to Family History Centers 
for on-site viewing with projectors and microfiche. 

There are more than 195,000 reference volumes on the 
shelves of the Family History Library, with a good sampling of 
these on microfilm or microfiche at the center nearest you. 

Note that the volunteers are primarily guides to records, 
not genealogical experts. So you must rely on your own curiosity 
and ingenuity in following leads they may suggest in your 
search. When the volunteers can’t answer your questions, they 
will help you fill out a reference form requesting the information 
from the Family History Library. Be brief with your questions, 
and give the specific localities, time periods, and records with 
which you need help. 

A fifteen-minute slide presentation with a companion book- 
let will help introduce you to the library’s system; it’s available 
in English at the Family History Library and at most centers. 


Catalog 


The Family History Library Catalog, for your use at any center, 
describes all of the library’s records and lists them by number. 
Use it to find the book, film, or fiche numbers of the records 
you need. 
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International Index 


The International Genealogical Index lists more than 121 million 
births, christenings, marriages, and Latter-day Saints temple or- 
dinance dates of deceased persons. The index is on microfiche 


at all centers, as well as at the Family History Library. 


Film Circulation 


Most of the library’s record resources are available for center 
use. There are modest postage and duplication fees for this ser- 
vice, which can be requested only through a Family History 
Center. 


Little-Used Files 


Copies of microfilm records for the United States, Canada, the 
British Isles, Scandinavia, Germany, and the Netherlands are 
stored at the library. Microfilms of records for other countries 
are considered ittle-used.”” They are not on file at the library. 

If you have need of these and plan going to the Family 
History Library, you must write at least three weeks in advance. 
Give dates when you will be there, along with your name and 
phone number. Add either the film number or the specific lo- 
calities, dates, and types of records involved. This advance no- 
tice is for your converuence. Requests made after you arrive in 
Salt Lake City will require a minimum of three days to fill. 


Copy Services 


Photocopies of all records not copyrighted or otherwise re- 
stricted are available with self-help copiers at the library and 
many of the centers. At the library, the cost of each copy made 
from a book is 5 cents. Copies made from microfilm or microfiche 
are 20 cents each. These costs will vary at the centers. Where 
there is no copier, fill out a photoduplication order form and 
send it to the library. The form lists the costs for this service. 
There is a minimum charge of $2.00. 
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Publications 


For a guide that describes how to do genealogical searches in 
other specific areas of the world, visit your nearest Family His- 
tory Center. The guide is free. 


Library Classes 


Classes on genealogical research are held at the library on a 
regular schedule, a copy of which is yours upon request. Ad- 
ditional classes of ten or more people can be arranged and sched- 
uled, Some centers also offer classes. 


The Family Registry 


There are more than 185,000 individuals and family groups in- 
terested in sharing search information. They are indexed in the 
Family Registry, which can help you make contact with other 
searchers, perhaps those with information needs similar to your 
own. The index is on regularly updated microfiche at the library 
and most centers. You will be provided with a registration form 
for filing information, or when asking others in the Family Reg- 
istry for help in researching a question. 


Ancestral File 


The Ancestral File is a computerized data base of information 
now being developed to help families share information. You 
can submit pedigree charts and your family records to: Family 
History Department, Ancestral File Operations Unit, 50 East 
North Temple Street, Salt Lake City, Utah 84150; or telephone:

Personal Ancestral File 


The Personal Ancestral File is a genealogical software program 
for home computers. With it you can store and update infor- 
mation, and printouts will appear on family record forms, ped- 
igree charts, and other forms. It is available only in MS-DOS 
and Apple MacIntosh formats.

The Professionals 


To get the help of professional searchers, request a list of ge- 
nealogists who provide their services for a fee. These individuals 
will have completed the Family History Library accreditation 
program, but are not affiliated with the library itself. 


Supplies 


Pedigree charts, family record forms, and other supplies can be 
obtained at the library and at many centers. For additional sup- 
plies, check your local bookstores; visit or write: Salt Lake Dis-

Information Sharing 


If you wish to share your genealogical findings with the Family 
History Library, they would be most welcome. Contact the 
Acquisition Unit of the library for more information on what can 
be accepted and how to prepare your material before submit- 


ting it. 


Prepare Yourself 


Come prepared for your first Family History Library or Center 
visit. You will be more efficient and successful if you collect as 
much family information as you can beforehand, from records 
at home and from relatives. When you arrive, put what infor- 
mation you have on the pedigree chart and family group record 
forms you will be given. Then decide on the specifics with which 
you want to begin a search: a name, a place of birth, a critical 
date, and go on from there with your volunteer's help. 

if you are planning to visit the library, before making the 
trip use the International Genealogical Index (IGJ) and the Family 
History Library Catalog (FHLC) at yout local Family History 
Center. It will save you time.

WHERE TO WRITE FOR 
VITAL RECORDS 


As part of its mission to provide access to data and information 
relating to the health of the nation, the National Center for 
Health Statistics produces a number of publications containing 
reference and statistical materials. The purpose of this publica- 
tion is solely to provide information about individual vital rec- 
ords that are maintained only on file in state or local vital 
statistics offices. 

An official certificate of every birth, death, marriage, and 
divorce should be on file in the locality where the event occurred. 
The federal government does not maintain files or indexes of 
these records. These records are filed permanently either in a 
state vital statistics office or ina city, county, or other local office. 

To obtain a certified copy of any of the certificates, write or 
go to the vital statistics office in the state or area where the event 
occurred. Addresses are given for each event in the state or area 
concerned in Appendix 8. 

To ensure that you receive an accurate record for your re- 
quest and that your request be filled with all due speed, please 
follow the steps outlined below for the event in which you are 
interested. 
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1. Write to the appropriate office to have your request filled. 

2. For all certificates send a money order or certified check; cash 
lost in transit cannot be refunded. 

3. Type or print all names and addresses in the letter.
